ocean's encroachments, have always been 
regarded as a wonderful feat in this line, 
but the achievement is to be surpassed by 
that of the engineers and contracting firms 
in charge of the Galveston Work. Not only 
is a massive wall to be constructed as a 
barrier against the waters of the Gulf of 
Mexico, but behind this protecting wall the 
gtade of a great city is to be raised to the 
wall's height,Galveston itself being liter- 
ally uplifted out of the sea. 

Galveston is situated on the eastern end 
of the Island, which is about three miles 
wide by 31 miles long, and lies about five 
miles from the mainland, in the Gulf of 
Meicce. Galveston bay affords one of the 
safest harbors on the Gulf or Atlantic sea- | 
board. It has sufficient water to float 
ships of the deepest draft, 

The city and federal governments have 
done much toward its improvement, the 
latter having expended more than $10,000,000 
in jetties, dikes and other deep water im- 
provements, besides the erection of three 
modern forts, and is continuously improv- 
ing other natural facilities. The port 
ranks first in the export of cotton, cotton 
by-products, and exports annually milliong 
of bushels of wheat and corn and thou- 
sands of tons of other commodities. 

For a means of holding and protecting 
thie enormous business, then, there can be 
little wonder that following close upon 
the heels of even so great a calamity, the 
rurviving population should proclaim even 
, Sreater things for the city’s future. For 
this protection a sea wall or breakwater 
was proposed. Few there were who

the construction of the seawall part of this 
project. Acting pursuant to the break- 
water or seawall act, passed at the called 
session of the legislature, the question of 
the issuance of $1,500,000 of bonds for this 
purpose was submitted by the county com- 
missioners to the qualified voters and 
adopted by a vote of wonderful unanimity. 
The burden of this debt was assumed not 
unfalteringly only, but enthusiastically, and 
Galveston’s own peaple took the whole 
bond issue, and hardly an artisan in the 
city can be found who is not a subscriber 
for at least one $100 bond. The bonds of 
smaller denominations represent the sub- 
scriptions of the poor people, but exceed in 
the total amount of subscription the larger 
denominations. The smaller subscribers are 
discharging their obligations at the rate of 
% and $109 per month, thereby contributing 
the full pro rata of their “‘wealth’’ to the 
protection it is expected the mass of con- 
crete will afford from further ravages by 
the sea. There has already been taken 
$60,000 from the sinking fund. This repre- 


sents $5900 worth of bonds that the county 


bought and paid for and $3,000 worth that 
were retired before they were circulated. 


How the Grade 


Will Be Raised. 


To provide funds for raising the grade of 
the city of Galveston it is proposed to issue 
bonds to the amount of approximately 
$2,000,000, the eum authorized by the new 
charter of the city. The state has do- 
nated certain state taxes on Galveston 
County property for a term of 17 years to 
provide a sinking fund and interest for 
the bonds. The following extracts from the 
bill paszed by the last legislature donating 
the taxes for grade raising purposes indi- 
eate their source: 

“Be it enacted by the legislature of the 
State of Texas: 

“Section .. That for a period of 15 years, 
econmencing with the fiscal year beginning 
with Sept. i.

As the unconscious girl was being carricd 
away Dawson fled the house, leaving his 
horse behind and wandering about nearly 
two hours in the woods crazed and 
drunken madman. Finally,- overcome by 
the whisky, he sank in a stupor by a pile 
of rails and slept through the night in the 
bitter cold. Awakening at about 4 o'clock, 
he went to the home of a brother about 
three miles distant, where he was appre- 
hemded by the officers. 

In an tnterview with the Post-D tch 
at the Paris jail Dawson, lying under a 
pile of covers, moaned, shivered nervously, 
and with intense facial agony declared he 
had no recollection of the crime.

The Missouri Railway Co. next made the change, in April, 
1888, and the People’s and St. Louis companies changed 
shortly afterward.

This immense extension has involved the ex- 
penditure of millions of dollars, and has resulted in an enor- 
mous increase in the value of real estate from one end of 
the city and county to the other. 

From a handful of men the payroll of the Transit Com- 
pany has expanded until today there are close to 4000 
men in its employ, who receive in salaries $2,850,000 a year.

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NEW REPAIR SHOPS 


Most Important Ever - 
Put in Operation. 


The new repair shops of the Transit Company 
and Vandeventer avenues are perhaps the most 
ever put in operation, The sheps are made up of a series 
of one-stor?) bulldings, with low saw-tooth roof, having sky- 
lights facing north. 

The eastern half of the building is occupied by 27 repair 
tracks, The western half of the building hag the blacksmith 
and machine shops, the storeroom, the armature room, the 
drafting room, general Offices and toilet rooms: The black- 
smith and machine shops are not partitioned off from the 
main part of the building containing the repair tracks. The 
armature room; stOreroom, toilet rooms and offices. how- 
ever, are divided from the balance of the building. 

All of the floors are concrete. The total length of the 
building is 482 feet. The distance between track centers of 
the repair tracks is 16 feet. The repair tracks are 80 feet 
long inside of the building, and the portion of the building 
now occupied by tracks is 80 feet wide, 

Adjoining the repair shop building on sides are stor- 
age yards. In the rear, or west of the shops, are tracks 
which afford connection not only with the street railway 
Bast of the ships, 
beyond the space occupied by the transfer table, is a stor- 
age yard for miscellaneous track material and also. a sand- 
drying plant.

ated simultaneously by a sprocket chain driven by an electric 
motor. : 

Twenty-four of the repair tracks have car hoists and 
twelve have pits. The remaining fifteen tracks have no pits. 
The motors, sprocket chains and jacks are entirely below the 
level of the concrete floor. The motor in each case is placed 
between the tracks in a pit, which is covered over with 
plank. Between tracks is a narrow tunnel, which accom- 
modates the sprocket chains of the hoists of the two ad- 
joining tracks. 

Besides this there is a Curtis traveling crane of 2000 pounds 
capacity, which spans that part of the armature room whith 
is devoted to armature winding and testing. In some parts 
of the machine shop, especially around the large machine 
tools, light pivoted derricks are provided for getting heavy 
material into and out of the machine tools as an adjunct 
to the traveler system. About $10,000 has been spent in 
the overhead traveler system alone. 

The company makes it own bolts and nuts from the bar 
stock, as it figures that is can make them cheaper than it 
can buy them. 

No brass foundry is maintained, as a very satisfactory con- 
tract has been made with a local brass foundry, whereby the 
brass foundry supplies the company with all of its brass 
castings, taking payment in scrap brass and copper. 

In a vault underneath the storeroom is a large bank of 
steam coils supplied from the power house across the street. 
The air is forced from these steam coils to the various parts 
of the shop by motor-driven fans. The hot-air ducts are all! 
in tunnels under the concrete floor, as it was desirable to 
leave the room overhead clear of hot-air pipes, because of 
light and the presence of the traveler system in all parts of 
the shop. The hot-air tunnels come to surface near pillars, 
and galvanized iron piping alongside of the pillars carry hot 
air up a short distance and discharge it downward at an 
angle of about 45 degrees. 

With the traveler system which has been installed, men 
can be handling and hoisting motors, wheels and armatures 
in many different places at one time without waiting for 
the services of one or two large traveling cranes. All the 
overhead travelers located on the sidings which serve the 
repair tracks are equipped with pneumatic hoists, and ~..e 
same is true of the travelers in the vicinity of the machine 
tools. Of course, these pneumatic travelers cannot be taken 
any great distance from their home track, because of their 
air-hofst connection with the compresed air system. For 
conveying material any considerable distance on the main 
line track, chain block hoists are used; but it is not neces- 
sary in most cases to-do any hoisting with these chain 
blocks, as the load can be transferred to or from them by 
a pneumatic hoist, so that all the raising and lowering 
can be done by the pneumatic hoist on the siding at which 
the material is to be handled. The overhead traveler sys- 
tem ts designed to carry a load of 6000 pounds at any point, 

Next after the interior arrangements for hoisting and 
conveying, the transfer tables which operate along the 
tracks in front of the building are of interest. Instead 
of having the trolley wire which furnishes power to operate 
the transfer table underneath the table, as has frequently 
been done, the table derives its power from an overhead 
trolley wire which runs parallel with the front of the 
building. This wire is supported on the ends of channel- 
irons. These channel-irons are used instead of trolley 
wires for supplying current for the cars as they are run 
into the building. The channel-irons are of sufficient 
width to serve as a trough for the trolley wheels. The 
trolley wires which serve the transfer table are supported 
on the ends of these channel-iron troughs. Two trolley 
wheels, mounted on the overhead framework of the trans- 
fer table, ride on top of this trolley wire. These trolley 
wheels supply current not only for the operation of the 
transfer table but for moving the cars when they are on 
the transfer table. By ‘having the channel-iron troughs 
instead of trolley wire. where the cars leave the transfer 
table, there is but little danger from trolleys leaving 
the conductor, as they are guided by a frog into the end 
of the channel-iron trough. The channel-iron trough ex- 
tends a short distance inside of t:e building, and is there 
connected to the regular trolley wire. which extends part 
of the length of repair tracks. ‘Two transfer tables ane 
used to serve the repair tracks. The cars*ean be run 
onto the transfer from entrance yards at either 
end of the repair

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NEW STORAGE BATTERY 


Largest in the World 
Now Being Erected. 


The Transit Company is just completing the erection of # 
building for sub-station and storage battery on Locust 
street near Eighteenth. The building is two stories below 
the street level and two stories above the same. The two 
stories below the street level will contain the largest storage 
battery in the world, baving 588 cells of 77 plates each. 

The object of the storage battery is to store electricity at 
the time of day and night that there is no great load on 
the power houses and using the same during the morning 
and evening rush hours of the day. The storage battery 
will be in use before Christmas. 

The story of the building on the street level is to be used 
for wires, air ducts and repair shop. In the second story 
above ground will be located seven transformers and rotary 
machines to convert the alternating current electricity put- 
chased from the Union Electric Light and Power Co. to cur- 
rent suitable to street railway use. There will also be located 
two boosters, the object of which is to charge the storage 
battery at street railway voltage. 

The capacity of the machines and storage battery in this 
building will be 13,000 horse-power, being 3000 horse-power 
larger than the power station at Broadway and Salisbury 


street.

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EMPLOYES AND ACCIDENTS 


Public’s Carelessness 
Many Times Responsible. 

The Transit Company is today employing about 2600 mo- 
tormen and conductors, and this number will be greatly 
augmented during the World's Fair. A regular conductor or 
motorman now receives 21 cents an hour. The company has 
signed an agreement with the men, which is to run over a 
period of five years from Jan. 1, 1902, providing for a graded 
scale of wages. This scale is: 

21 cents an hour from May 1, 1903, to Jan. 1, 1904. 

22 cents an hour from Jan, 1, 1904, to May 1, 1904. 

23 cents an hour from May 1, 1994, to continue for the re- 
mainder of the five years’ agreement. 

Since this contract the relations between the employers 
and employes have been harmonious. 

To stimulate the motormen to unusual care in the matter 
of accidents, the company have inaugurated a system of 
bonuses. One cent for every hour’s duty is given to each 
motorman who has had no accident on his trips. If a mo- 
torman can prove that he was not responsible for any acci- 
dent that he might have encountered there is no mark made 
against his record. Of the 194 men eligible in the yearly 
class of 1903, 124 will each receive as a Christmas gift, this 
year, about $35. 

“The ‘carelessness of both men and women in alighting 
from and boarding cars is responsible in a great measure,”’ 
says General Superintendent Grant, “for many of otir acci- 
dents. Passengers will insist on jumping from our cars be- 
fore stops are made, and then, instead of jumping forward 
in the same direction the car is going, they leap the other 
way. Only one thing can result. The passenger is thrown 
violently to the pavement, and many times seriously injured. 
That is one of the things that cause trouble for employer, 
employe and passenger. 

‘‘Another thing I would like to call attention to,’ continued 
Superintendent Grant, “is the pernicious habit of teamsters 
and drivers of all sorts of vehicles of driving on the Transit 
Company's tracks, particularly when the streets are slip- 
pery. These persons cause innumerable accidents through 
collisions generally unavoidable on the part of the motor- 
men. The tracks are slippery, and the cars at times may 
get beyond control of the motormen. These drivers dash 
on and off the tracks without regard to life and limb, and 
when the crash comes the blame is all laid to the Transit. 
Company.’

Men, young and old, with overcoat col- 
lars turned up, stalked through the 
crowd glaring fixedly at the paving. The 
manner of walking on the part of the 
men depended on the direction; if going 
north, the automobile face and the -Jeff- 
ries crouch were the rule: if, south, an 
erect carriage was necessary to prevent 
the snow from getting down the back of 
the neck.

TRANSIT CO. 
OBEYS THE 
WEATHER MAN 


In order to see the St. Louis Transit Co. 
prepare to fight sleet, snow and ice over 
its miles of track, it is necessary only to 
convince Weather Forecaster Bowie that 
a blizzard is in sight. What he says about 
storms controls the actions of the big 
company absolutely, and his warning is 
the signal for sweepers, snow ploughs 
and extra gangs of men. . 

Yesterday morning furnished an example 
of the weather man’s dictatorial power. At 
9 o'clock he sent out a bulletin warning 
against snow, sleet and zero weather. Be- 
fore 10 o’clock the transit company was 
ready and waiting for the battle. 

First an order was issued to every con- 
ductor and motorman, in case of sleet, to 
combine forces by running cars in trains. 
In this way two or three trolleys are count- 
ed on to wear the sleet from the wires and 
give the trolléy on the rear car a chance 
to work. 

The sand cars were loaded and sent to a 
switch for instant use. Salt cars were 
also put in commission. Gangs of extra 
men were summoned to the division barns. 
Car cleaners and laborers received orders 
to drop their ordinary duties and become

The physicans of ®t. John's Hospital are 
going to save more of the foot of little 
Martin Miller, the %year-old messenger 
boy who slipped and fell under a street car 
at Eighth and. Pine streets two weeks . go 
than they at first hoped to do. 

When the boy’s wounded leg was dressed 
yesterday, it was decided by the surgeons 
to abandon the intention of amputating any 
more of the foot, and half of the heel will 
be saved. This will enable Martin to make 
his way very well by means of an artificial 
foot—which is a much better thing than an 
entire artificial leg. 

Martin looked longingly out of the hos- 
pital indows upon the snow as it fell and 
drifted yesterday afternoon. It would have 
been a jolly thing to be able to get out in 
it all—to go snowballing, to yell with open 
mouth until the dashing flakes almost 
choked him, to skate along the sidewalks, 
and kick at the drifts, and maybe tumble

PHILADELPHIA, Deo, 12.—The secret 
service has decided that the Mafia must be 
crushed. Wholesale and simultaneous raids 
have been decided upon for New York, 
Philadelphia and New Orleans, 

For months the secret service men have 
been working to locate the headquarters 
of the mafia and the leaders. They have @ 
complete list of the latter and evidence 
enough to bring about their imprisonment. 

In several cases it is believed that capital 
punishment can be obtained. The move- 
ment against the Mafia has been directed 
from Washington. Chief Wilkie’s men, dis- 
guised as Italians, have been working in 
the colonies of the large cities, and New 
York, Philadelphia and New Orleans are 
said to be the principal homes of the go- 
clety. 

The members of the service, it is sald, 
pushed their investigations to the point of 
joining the society and subscribing to the 
oath. 

The government’s activity is ascribed to 
the repeated failures of the city police 
forces to prevent crimes manifestly trace- 
able to the society. The headquarters of 
the Mafia organizaticns is in New York, 
with important branch headquarters in 
this city and New Orleans, although these 
three cities by no means limit geographi- 
activities of the organization, 
which is believed to have bands in San 
Francisco, Chicago, Baltimore and other 
towrs.

Syndiate Will Spend $85,000,000. 
$40,000,000 of It From 
New York 


SURFACE ROUTES ACQUIRED 


Central Power House Will Be the 
Largest in the World—Ameri- 
can Plan of Fare 


NDW YORK, Dec. 12.—Charles T. Yerkes 
has unfolded his gigantic plans for surface 
and underground trolleys in and around 
London. 

The total to be expended is $85,000,000, of 
which $40,000,000 is American capital, mostly 
from New York. 

The equipment is to be of American make. 
In all, 140 miles of track will be controlled, 
Power will be supplied from a céntral sta- 
tion, the largest of its kind in the world. 

Mr, Yerkes is the president of the syndi- 
cate. The American directors are: James 
H. Hyde, first vice-president of the Equita- 
ble Life; Richard H. McCurdy, of the Mu- 
tual Life; James Speyer, James A. Blair, 
Walter Abbott, J. Jefferson Coolidge, Jr., 
Charles A. Spofford and President L. F. 
Losee of the Baltimore & Ohio railroad. 

‘We are converting the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict railway from steam to electricity,” 
said Mr. Yerkes; ‘‘we are also building the 
Baker Street & Waterloo railway. We got 
this from the London and Globe Finance 
Corporation. We shall extend the line at 


both ends. 
‘‘We have also acquired the Great North- 


ern, Piccadilly & Brompton railway and we 
shall control the Charing Cross, Easton & 


Hampton railway. 

‘The underground lines will include in 
their system the London United Tram- 
ways. We also have a franchise for a 
surface road from Golder’s Bridge to 
Edgeware. 3 


Plant to Cost 
$6,250,000 


“The central power station will be at 
Chelsea Creek, in the southwest part of 
London. The plant will cost $6,250,000, and 
will cover four acres, It will have a water 


front of 1100 teet on the Thames and Chel- 
gea creek. The power house will be 43 
feet <0 and 175 feet wide, built of Ger- 
man and Belgian steel. The initial capacity 
will be 75,000-horse power. There will be 
ten turbines, each of 7500 horse-power. 
The District Railway will consume 60 
per cent of rN sete 3 generated. The Bak- 
er areet and Waterloo line will use 10 per 


cent. 
“These two roads we expect to have in 
active operation about the latter part of 
1904, at which time the necessary wer 
will be ready for delivery. The District 
road will be entirely changed, and very 
little will be left except the tunnel.”’ 
Regarding the rolling stock, Mr. Yerkes 
uestion of cars has received a 
t deal of consideration. We have gone 
nto the matter very fully for two years, 
and have many experiments. Fourteen 
sample cars have been built, and are now 
running on our Ealing-Harrow line. This 
line, which is operated by power generated 
at a temporary station at Alperton., is five 
miles long, all double track. ns 
of: seven cars are employed on the road.

TO ROB A STAGE 


Pearl Hart, Now Out of Prison, Sell- 
ing Cigars in Kansas 
City, Kan. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 12.—In @ one- 
story frame building, standing alone at &19 
Central avenue, Kansas City, Kan. is @ 
cigar and tobacco shop kept by “Pearl 
Hart,” the woman ex-bandit and ex-con- 
vict of Arizona. Miss Hart, in company 
with a man, held up a stage coach in Ari- 
zona, May 2, 1899, and was, sentenced to 
five years’ imprisonment in the territorial 
prison at Yuma for the crima She was 
paroled after she had served three years 
and one month in prison. The parole ex- 
péred with her sentence, June 16, this year. 
She has her parole and discharge papers, 
which she says she will have framed. 

Miss “Hart” and ‘Joe’ Boots held up 4 
stage coach carrying mail and passengers 
between Globe and Florence, Ariz. The 
mail was not touched, but $1000 in paper 
money was ‘taken from three passengers. 
The bandits were captured five days later 
after a hot pursuit through the mountatns 
and canyons by posses from towns along 
the stage coach line. ‘Pearl Hart” tells 
the story of the “holdup” in the following 


way: 

“IT had been in Globe, Ariz., for a year, 
working, when I received word from home 
that my mother was very sick. The family 
lived in Kansas City. I did not have 
enough money to take me home and, be- 
sides, knew that mother. needed money. I 
did not know what to do. One day Joe 
Boots found me crying and asked what 
was the matter. I explained that I needed 
money. He then proposed the stage rob- 
bery. I was horrified at first, but the 
temptation of the riches and the romance 
got the better of me and l consented to 


Joe’s plan. 

“We secured Winchester rifles, pistols, 
plenty of ammunition and two good ponies. 

dressed in a pair of overalls, high heeled 
boots, buckskin jacket, wore a cowboy hat 
and tied a big handkerchief around my 
neck, so my hair didi not show from be- 
hind, and wore a r of men’s riding 
gloves. You could not have told I was 3 
woman to save your life. We took with 
us plenty of provisions, and rode two days 
and two nights to a plece near the canyon, 
where we could watch for the stage. Here 
we established a camp and waited three 
weeks. When the coach came in sight we 
rode down into the canyon to meet it. Our 
masks were lost in going to the camp, 
but we didn’t mind that, so on we rode. 
AS we came upon the coach the driver 
reined his horses to have a word with us, 
as travelers out there do, and as the three 
passengers stuck their heads out to see 
why the stop was made we covered them 
ry ordered all four men to line up out- 
side. 

“While Joe Rent their hands up at the 
point of the Winchester, I searched the 
men. I had to pull off one of my gloves to 
do this, and in this way the men. saw by 
my hand that I was a woman. I can still 
see the Chinaman, who was one of the pas- 
sengers, holding our horses. He was smil- 
ing at the thought that he was so kind we 
would not rob him. You can bet he wae 
smiling on the other side of his face when

We would slip past 
ths posse as ther rested and then they 
vould pass us next time. This see-saw 
game continued five days, when the worry 
ard physical exertion began to tell on me 
and I became sick. Twenty miles east 
of Renson I Jay down to sleep, and Joe 
went to sleep on watch. The next morning 
at daybreak we were startled from our 
slumbers by a@ command to throw up our 
bends.

Hart” is an alias. but she refuses to tell 
her real name. She says her mother and 
two sisters live in this citv. and when she 
was released from prison she came 4irectly 
to Kansas City. where she has worked in a 
store until three weeks ago, when she 
moved across the state line.

THIS WAS ONE TIME WHEN JOHN D. ROCKEFELLER WAS OUTWITTED BY A WESTERNER — 


Sitting around one of the highly polished 
tables in the Waldorf-Astoria cafe a few 
nights ago were three westerners, men who 
rest easily on the top rungs of the finan- 
cial ladder. They were talking of things 
and persons past and present. The con- 
versation was full of effervescent enter- 
tainment and some well-known characters 
were dissected. Of all the names men- 
tioned that of John D. Rockefeller was the 
only one left unscathed—as far as the 
enumeration of financial losses was con- 
cerned. Then a fourth man came in. He 
is a figure known as well in the stock mar- 
ket as on the fine-cropped turf that fronts 
the club houses of western or metropolitan 
racetracks. 

“You're all wrong,” he said. ‘“‘Rockefel- 
ler has been pinched. 1 know when he was 
caught by a trap of his own setting. He 


was done beautifully—caught without the 
aid of a net. It only happened once, 
though, and the man who did it was Henry 
A. Lozier. Yes, good old Henry, the motor 
King, the maker of the Cleveland bicycle 
before the Wheel Trust did as all other 
trusts have done, destroyed identities and 
names.’’ 

“Why, Lozier and Rockefeller were old 
cronies,”” said one of the busiest talkers at! 
the table. 


“That they were, but Lozier got the oil 
king just the same,” was the reply. “If 
you will order another bottle of wine I'll 
tell you what he told me about the trans- 
action four weeks before his sudden death 
up-state.” 

The fizz came along in faster than due 
time and the following story was retold to 
the original party: 


‘Rockefeller liked Lozier better than any 


other. man in Cleveland for several reasons, 
the principal one being that all during their 
friendship Lozier never asked Rockefeller 
for a financial favor of any kind. The 
Standard Oil man was constantly beset by 
an army of men, all on the lookout for tips 
of every sort. As soon as a. new stock 
was born or listed and it was known that 
Rockefeller was interested, the first. thing 
the crowd wanted to know from him was 
whether or not it was good and safe. Not 
so with Lozier. 


“Whenever Rockefeller hit Cleveland, 
either for a short or a long stay, he would 
look up Lozier. Many a time the two would 
go out on the roads for a drive, usually 
behind one ‘of Rockefeller’s teams. The 
conversation may have been business, but 
Lozier never took advantage of it, nor did 
he ask leading questions. 

“One day the men got talking about a 


piece of property in the outlying district 
of Cleveland. Lozier had invested in a 
good big portion of it, with a view of Duilld- 
ing a suburban home. Rockefeller had 
some of the adjoining land and wanted 
more of it. In fact, he had his eye upon 
Lozier’s land. He needed it for a regular 
town estate. 

“*What will you take for it, Loziler?’”’ 
said Rockefeller, when the two had left 
their offices and business for a drive 
through the park. 

“It's not for sale,” replied the bicycle 
man. 

“Come, now, what's it worth?’ 

“*Oh, about $75,009.’ 

“Well, Henry, I'll just make it $100,000 
and close the deal now,’ replied the rich- 
est man in the wor'!i. ‘That‘s a fine offer. 
It will never be worth that to you.’ 

*“ ‘Don't want to sll it,’ said Lozier. 


“The conversation stopped there, and 
Rockefeller smulei to: hiniself for anole? 
mile or two. ‘Shen he same back to the 
land again. He did some more smiling be- 
fore the horses were turned into their 
stalls, but taere was nothing doing in the 
sale line that day. 

‘‘Rockefeller’s interests in the East took 
him to New York a few days after this 
drive, and it was a matter of weeks before 
he returned to Cleveland. The very first 
day of his arrival in Cleveland he tele- 
phoned Lozier that he would call for him 
later in the afternoon for a drive. Lozier 
said he was in the humor, and once again 
the two men sped along the roads. 

***Lozier, I want that land, and you've 
got to sell it to me. Now, look here, I'll 
give you $110,000 for it, and that is more 
than it will ever be worth.’ 

“This time Lozier smiled, but said noth- 


ing. Rockefeller could talk nothing else. He 
even offered to give the bicycle man any 
old thing in oil stocks in exchange for the 
property, but Lozier was obdurate. Finar 
ly, on the way home, Lozier said he didn’t 
want to appear unkind or stubborn, “and if 
he, Rockefeller, really wanted the land so 
badly, why, he guessed he would sell it— 
but only as a matter of personal friend- 
ship. 

“Rockefeller looked his thanks and ex- 
pressed them, toa ‘Now, Henry, before 
you go back on this let us seal this bar- 
gain and consider the sale as closed. I'll 
get my lawyers to draw up the papers. 
Remember, now, no matter what happens, 
that property is mine. I'll give you a 
check right now for the money.’

Many prominent Republi- 
cans will 4iffer with him, and Senator 
Foraker's deciaration probably will open 
a protracted discussion of this question in 
the regular session of Congress, which be- 
gins next Monday. Senator Foraker’s ex- 
press.on just at this time is believed by 
some persons to -,have been inspired from 
the White House, as it is known. the 
President has been leaning toward a re 
duction in Philippine tariff rates. Repub- 
lican leaders, in the House, however, re- 
iterate that the Lodge bill providing for 
such tariff reductions cannot be passed 
this winter.

ALBANY, Dec. 122.—John T. McDonough, 
formely secretary of the state of N@w 
York andi now a member of the Supreme 
Court of the Philippines, reviews in a let~- 
ter received by Labor Commissioner Mc- 
Mackin the military, civil and economic 
conditions in the islands.

We are making a modern and a’ model 
city of Manila, which we. modestly call 
“The Pearl of the Orient.” We will. soon 
have an up-to-date electric street railway. 
We have electric lights in the principal 
etreeis. We are improving the wafer): 
gystem and building sewers. We are spend- 
ing millions of dollars in the constructton 


of docks and breakwaters and dredging 
the harbor. Much money fs also being ex- 
ended in the erection of a new public 
P iidings for oftice, school. and customs 
services, and highways and bridges are un- 
der construction throughout the province. 


We have only one steam raijroad in the 
{fslands—that which runs north from Manila 
to Dagupan, a distance of about 125 miles 
—and it is paying well. I am informed that 
other railroads are to be built soon.

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When one remembers that the late )Ste- 
phen Crane wrote rather grimly about life 
as a rule, “The O’Ruddy,” his posthumous 
novel (Frederick A. Stokes & Co., New 
York) comes as a distinct surprise. It is 
the rollicking story of an amazing young 
Irish gentleman's adventures in the En- 
gland of a century or s0 ago. 

Nor is it necessary to consider Mr. Rob- 
ert Barr in a review of “The O’Ruddy,” 
because, although Mr. Barr figures as its 
joint author, he merely put the finishing 
touches to Stephen Crane’s work. The con- 
ception of the novel, its characters and 
incidents, are all the’products of Crane's 
imagination, and the book was well on the 
way to completion when the author of ‘“‘The 
Red Badge of Courage’ went from England 
to the continent to die. It was then twat 
he asked his friend, Rebert Barr, to bring 
the outlined story of “The O’Ruddy” to & 
termination. 

The book is peculiarly interesting, there- 
fore, as revealing a new phase of Stephen 
Crane's genius. It is a novel written by 
an ardent young fellow of great imag-na- 
tive gifts, still enveloped in the glainour 
of the red-blooded Irish stories given to 4 
welcoming world by Charles Lever and 
Samuel Lover. The O’Ruddy himself is 
a lineal literary descendant of “Charley 
O'Malley” or “Tom Burke of Ours.” His 
‘sid Irish” follower, Paddy, ‘“‘the red 
man,’ is close blood-kin to Mickey Free 
and Handy Andy. And the good, sturdy, 
loving Irish priest, Father Donovan, and 
the aristocratic Englishmen whom The 
O’Ruddy first fights and then wins over 
to the liking of him, and the beautiful 
young English noblewoman, with whom he 
falls in love—are not these familiar figures | 
to those of us who reveled in Lever and 
Lover in the days of our boyhood?

HE STORY of the Post-Dispatch for the first twenty-five years of its existence, 
as told in today’s great anniversary edition, suggests to the newspaper worker 
an optimistic thought; it suggests that faithful public service pays, not only in 

achievements for the public good and in popular appreciation, which bring enlarged 
opyortunity, but in material rewards. This is admirably expressed by Melville E. 
Stooe, General Manager of the Associated Press, in his thoughtful and interesting 
analysis of the work of Joseph Pulitzer in the Post-Dispatch and New York World. 


Mr. Stone writes: 4 


“The fundamental thought of Mr. Pulitzer’s theory of journalism is probably 
fairly expressed in the phrase, ‘Public service.’ His doctrine, as illustrated in his 


career, was that there is always great work for newspapers to do in behalf of man- 


kind, if they will but seek it out; that the doing of it is especially a journalistic duty, 
and that when a publisher serves the people in this spirit, the people will not be slow 


to recognize it.” 


This idea was embodied by the founder of the Post-Dispatch in his corner-stone 
message to the New York World, which he cabled from Wiesbaden. “Let it ever be re- 
membered that this edifice owes its existence to the public; that its architect is popu- 
lar favor; that its corner stone is Liberty and Justice; that its every stone comes from 


the people and represents public approval for public services rendered.” 


The Post-Dispatch was dedicated to public service by its founder in the inaugural 


editorial of its first issue. What it has done to promote public welfare in morals, 


politics and government as “a daily teacher and a daily tribune, an instrument of 


an aid to education, an exponent of true Americanism”—

is set forth by a cloud of competent witnesses in the pages of this edition. 


public service has been/ rewarded by public appreciation resulting in a remarkable 
increase of the number of its readers which continually expanded its field of labor 
and influence, and thus opened the way to greater public service, may be found in 
the contrasts offered by the Post-Dispatch of today and the Post-Dispatch of twenty- 


five years ago. 


The proof of the expanding opportunity to serve the people arising from the con- 
fidence and inspiration of the people themselves, lies in the figures showing these 


contrasts. 


In 1878, when Mr. Pulitzer purchased the Dispatch and consolidated it with the 


Post, the total] circulation was 987. 


The average daily circulation of the Post-Dispatch during the first six months of 


the present year was 117,843—the largest west of the Mississippi. 

There was no Sunday Post-Dispatch until 1887. The average cireulation that 
year was 26,783. 

For the first six months of the present year, the circulation of the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch averaged 204,208—the largest of any Sunday newspaper west of the Mis- 
sissippi. 

These are the facts of the Post-Dispatch growth—the material evidence of its 
ponstantly enlarging sphere of influence, the proof that fidelity to public service pays 
fn the largest sense. 

In achieving this success, in reaching the constantly enlarging public, the most 
gratifying thought is that it has been won through adherence to principle and con- 
viction and by activity in high public service without surrendering to low aims and 
appeals. It is gratifying to note that Mr. Stone, recognizing the success of the Post- 
Dispatch, describes it as “never servile, never setting its sails to catch every breeze 
that blows, often driving in the very teeth of the popular gale, it has sought the 
people’s greater interests and has furnished an ‘illuminating. ponvareip- ” He testifies 
that it has exhibited both conviction and courage. 

While adhering to Democratic.principles, the Post+ ‘Dispateh has not been the 
organ of any party, but has striven to be the “organ of truth.” It has been the 
critic of all parties. :

The constant aim of the Post- Phipatch ‘aa’ been to promote good morals, sound 
politics ‘and honest government regardless of persons or parties. It has stood for law 
and order and sound politics, regardless of special interests or of class distinction. It 
has made no distinction, demanding that rich and poor, strong and weak alike, be 


. held to accountability and judged by the same rule of justice. Opposing the oppression 


of monopoly or corrupt corporations, it has steadfastly advocated the protection of 
fife and property and the maintenance of law and order. Defending the weak and 
oppressed, it has thrust aside all appeals to anarchy or disorder and all policies which 
menaced society. ° 

In its own community the Post- Dispatch has supported honesty in government, 
public morality, public improvements, social progress, and has fought every form 
of corruption. 

Success along these lines means more than material gain. It means progress. It 
indicates a high standard of popular intelligence, and shows that the people recognize 
and appreciate public service and reward it with confidence and support. It is a dem- 
onstration of the soundness of the public heart and mind.

HE severest, Lo most ens“ critics of n pers, are those engaged in 

_the making of them. They recognize and forgive the impossible, but are keen 

to detect the flaws that are remediable, the weaknesses that might be corrected, 

the errors of mind and hand. Especially gratifying, therefore, are the kind words 
sent to the Post-Dispatch from gcknowledged masters of the newspaper craft. - 

It means something, indeed, when the veteran editor of the Philadelphia Ledger, 
L. Clarke Davis, says in writing of this newspaper: 

“You have grasped the great and precious secret of lasting and sure success as a

It has been an agent 
of progress.” 

Former Mayor Walbridge gives the Post-Dispatch full credit for the raising of a 
fund of nearly $40,000 for the construction of the Post-Dispatch’ lake in Forest Park 
io give employment to thousands of destitute workmen during the winter of 1894. 
This work gave employment to 3000 men in Forest Park and 1000 men in Carondelet 
Park, an unexpended balance of $5000 having been devoted to the construction of a 
lake there. Mayor Walbridge writes that “the good work thus accomplished by the 
Post-Dispatch was of exceptional beneficence.” 

Former Mayor Ziegenhein, many of whose acts were severely criticized by the 
Post-Dispatch, nevertheless recognizes its sincerity and its value as a potent factor in 
promoting the public welfare, and marks as especially good its sending of a relief train 
to the Missouri volunteers at Chickamauga. 

One of the highest tributes comes from Mayor Wells, who represents the prac- 
tical results of the municipal reform movement in St. Louis, and who credits the Post- 
Dispatch with having been a powerful factor in his work. He marks as the best public 
service of the Post- -Dispatch duririg his term “its continued insistence upon the 
independence in the choice of municipal officers—an independence which places fitness 
above mere partisan claims.” “This,” adds the Mayor, “is a vita] necessity if we are 
to have good municipal government.” 

But this work of helping people to realize their best ideals in municipal govern- 
ment has not been confined to St. Louis alone. Mayor Silas Cook of East St. Louis 
thanks the Post-Dispatch for its aid in the improving and up-building of that city 
as well as St. Louis. 

This testimony of men, who have had the-responsibility and labor of directing the 
government of St. Louis, to the value of the Post-Dispatch as the advocate and in- 
etrument of good municipal government is the best possible testimony. These men 
know what the difficulties of advancing public interests through the machinery of 
municipal government are, and hence they know the value of the assistarice rendered 
them by a vigorous, independent newspaper, enlisted in the cause of the people.

WENTY-FIVE Pr iS the lifetime of a very young man, and yet Calvin M. 
Woodward of Washington University, writing “The Story of Invention in the 
Lifetime of the Post-Dispatch,” reminds us that the telephone era had not 

begun when the Post-Dispatch was founded. The incandescent electric lamp belongs 
to this era, “the electric generator or dynamo is emphatically an invention less than 
25 years old and taken in connection with the electric motor, it constitutes one of 
the greatest inventions of all the ages. 

Dean Woodward properly places the daily newspaper as it is now known among 
the great inventions of this period and cites as its great mechanical aids the contem- 
porary invention of the typesetting machine and the web-perfecting, rotary press. 

Robert Hoe, who built the Post-Dispatch and New York World presses, recalls 
that at the time he filled Joseph Pulitzer’s first order for a press, rotary color printing 
was unheard of and the color work in this issue of the Post-Dispatch was impossible. 
The first press he built for the Post-Dispatch was considered a wonder; it compares 
with the latest Post-Dispatch press as does a stage coach with a locomotive. 

The greatest progress in newspapers is in the period which this issue reviews. The 
automobile, the gas engine, the self-bihding reaper, the discovery of the Xray are 
epoch-making inventions of this time which saw the introduction of the bicycle and 
thousands of improvements in transportation, the greatest of which is the electric 
street car. ‘

‘Heady as is such a statement, it is erroneous only on the side of cau- 
tion; Mr. Kingsland was too careful to avoid overstatement. “Twenty-five years ago,” 
he says, “St. Louis produced $225,000 worth of boots and shoes, and today we are an- 

nually turning out $25,000,000 worth.” The shoemaking center was at Boston 25 
years ago; today it is in St. Louis. Twenty-five years ago all street cars came from 
Philadelphia; today St. Louis leads the world in this branch and in many other 
branches of manufacture. 

Financially independent, growing in all its lines of business, possessed of “the 
finest homes in the world,” St. Louis, on the eve of the greatest of all World’s Fairs, 
has reason to be proud. Reviewing the quarter-century, which is the Post-Dispatch’s 
lifetime, St. Louis will echo Admiral Dewey’s hearty expression of inability adequately 
to tell the tale. Says the hero of Manila: 

“The strides which: St. Louis has made during the life of the Post-Dispatch have 
been so tremendous and have taken so many different directions, that it is quite use- 
less for me to attempt to recount them.”

ELECTRICAL PROGRESS IN 25 YEARS

WENTY-FIVE years ago the invention which 
was unfer general discussion was the micro- 
phone, which had just been described by Hughes. 
This was really an improved form of the transmitter 
which Reis had used in his telephone of 1861. The work 
of Hughes led to the complete rejection of the Bell sys 
tem of the telephone, which had proved valueless for 
commercial purposes. An improved form of the Reis 
transmitter then came into use. ; 
In this system the power is furnished by « source of 
electricity like a battery. The sound waves were used 
to agitate a loose contact, which effected the modulation 
of the current to correspond to the sotind waves. In 
the Bell system the sound waves were themselves the 
source of power, and they were found inadequate. The 
magneto form of the Bell transmitter was, however, 
found to be better as a receiver than the Reis receiver, 
and it fe still used in that capacity.

Fuller, Odom, Hicks, Troxler, Bull- 
man and Other Good Riders Take 
on Too Much Weight 


NEW YORK, Dec. 12.—With one season 
of success, unparalleled on the turf for its 
sQddenness and completeness, behind him, 
and a winter of somewhat doubtful pros- 
pects before him, Jockey Grover Cleveland 
Fuller just now is a problem to turfmen, 
who are looking ahead to the coming year 
of racing. In the condition he wag last 
ow on metropolitan courses, Fuller's 

rvices would be almost beyond estimate 
in value to the stable that might be so 
lucky to get him; but horsemen doubt that 
Fuller will repeat his success of 1903, even 
should be escape the fate that seems im- 
pending and grow so rapidly as to make it 
impossible far him to ride at the weights 
usual on New York tracks. While Fuller, 


therefore, was one of the turf sensations 
of the season, owners of racing stables 
have made no special efforts to sign him 
for next season, as he is classed with the 
riders who have nearly reached the limit 
set by nature, 

Fulier is not without company in this es- 
timate of horsemen, for Odom, Hicks, Co- 
b Rice, Troxler and even the old-timer 
Buliman are riaers who were both popuiar 
and successful last season, and whose fu- 
ture in the saddle is doubtful, as all hav® 
shown a tendency to take on weight faster 
than they can remove it with safety. Of 
the number Odom is the most prominent, 
and aiso the most popular, in the East, 
where he has been riding successfully 1vF 
a half dozen years. It is wortay of not# 
that there was no great demand for a con- 
tract on Odom for next year, for, 
rider and finished horseman as is the 

ja lad, he is now a yours ~ y 5 feet 8 
nches in height, and big-bonel in prupor- 
tion, the chance that he will be abdiv to rid 
coun Bt weights approximating that 
pounds that he could do convemontly last 
summer is remote. 

Hicks, a champion phenomenon to Ful- 
ler, started his New York racing career 
as one of the lightweights, and on his 
first few mounts made weights that were 
close to 100 pounds. The uisiana ne- 
gro boy was not meant by nature to re- 
main in the midget class, however, and 
Hicks has increased in weight more than 
any rider of those who made the cam- 
paign in the East and finished the year 
weighing close to 115 pounds. 

It poem ill for the future of Hicks 
and Fuller that they should have added 
weight in such style in the hottest and 
hardest part of the season’s work, for 
with such increase under conditions fa- 
vorable in every way to keeping down, 
their prospects in cold weather are bad. 
Fuller, too, is at an e where rapid 
growth is to be expected, and it would 
not surprise horsemen to see the boy bi 
enough to ride steeplechases withou 
carrying extra weight when racing is re- 
sumed on the Metropolitan circuit next 
‘year. Bullman, for al] the years he has 
n riding at weights under 110 pounds, 
also be to met heavy late in the sea- 
eon, and it required severe self-denial on 
his part to keep within limits that would 
permit of his accepting mounts in the 
Closing days of metropolitan racing.

Of the dressed beef that is exported to 
Europe, more than one-half goes to Great 
, Britain. London and Liverpool are the 
great beef and live-stock markets, and the 
| Steamship lines running to these ports, 
the Atlantic Transport and the White Star, 
from New York, and the Leyland, from 
Boston, handle the largest proportion of 
this trade, although all the fast liners have 
‘refrigerator compartments and carry more 
or less fresh meat. 

All the leading American packing and 
shipping houses maintain branches on the 
other side, and their foreign business is 
steadily growing. For many years a de- 
cided prejudice existed in England against 
American beef; a prejudice that was en- 
couraged by those connected with British 
agricultiral interests.

Weteran Tells How the Confederate 
Flag Was First De 
‘ot ~~ ‘signed 


CONFERENCE OF 3 GENERALS 


Women of the South Used Their Own 
Silk Gowns in the Manufac- 
ture of the Emblem 


Gen. W. L. Cabell, formerly a lieutenant- 
@eneral in the Confederate army, has re- 
cently contributed an article to the official 
organ of his old comrades giving a history 
of the battle flag of the Confederacy, about 
which there has been more or leas contro- 
versy of late. The general says: 

“When the Confederate army, command- 
ed by Gen. Beauregard, and the federal 
army confronted each other at Manassas 
it was seen that the Confederate flag and 
the stars and stripes looked at a distance 
#0 much alike that it was hard to distin- 
guish one from the other. Gen. Beauregard,

Grizzlies, If You Know Their Lairs, 
Are About as Numerous as 
Ever in the West 


MOUNTAINS ARE FULL OF THEM 


Famous Hunter Tells of Their Char- 
acteristics—Good Fighters, but 
They Avoid Man 


Elisha Stedman, a famous hunter, whose 
achievements have made thrilling chapters 
in the annals of the Pacific coast, has just 
left Ventura, Cal., in charge of a party of 
wealthy sportsmen from the East on a long 
hunting tour for big game along the Sler- 
ras, between California and Nevada, 

Everyone in California who hunts and4 
loves exciting sport with the rifle knows 
something about Elisha 8 . Among 
the boys in this region his name is a syno- 
nym for all that is daring and sagacious. 
In past years he has piloted parties in 
which Gen. Phil Sheridan, ex-Senator Don- 
ald Cameron, the late Mayor Carter H. 
Harrison of Chicago and William K. Van- 
derbilt were members. Once he led a 
of Germans of title (stockholders in the 
Northern Pacific railroad) on a two weeks’ 
hunt for grizzlies in the Siskiyou range 
in northern California. 

He is nearly 70 years old, but his out- 
of-door life and his temperate habits and 
freedom from cares have kept him young 
and strong. He does not look to be over 6&6, 
For 38 years he has lived principally amang 
the mountains and has slept for weeks at 
a time wheresoever night found him. He 
fs a native of Litchfield, Conn., and he 
was there baptized when a child by Rey. 
Lyman Beecher. He was reared as a black- 
smith, but from his early youth he was 
filled with a desire by reading Fenimore 
Cooper’s novels to live a hunter’s and 
trapper’s life. 

He came across the plains to Oregon in 
iSs4, mined gold for a year or two, and, 
falling in with a party of men, who, by 
hunting for the Astor Fur Co., made more 
money than he, was charmed with the idea 
of living a life of constant adventure and 
of earning a good livélihood at the same 


English literature, and numerous funny 
Stories are current in California of eastern, 
tourists who have been surprised to find 
that this grizzled, unkempt hunter in a 
greasy suit of buckskin, moccasins of his 
own make, and ancient, battered sombrero, 
Should have ideas of his own about Shaks- 
pearean plays and Webster’s debates. 
There is no one in California who snows 
more accurately about the ways of grizzly 
and black bears. 

“Il suppose I shall keep at bear hunting 
all my life,’ said Uncle Elisha just before 
starting out. “I am just as fond of the 
pursult as when I was a young chap. I've 
been as restless as a weasel this last fort- 
night to get away frum these towns, with 
their noise and dusi, to a lovely spot in 
the grand old mountains. I hate this Nving 
huddied up in towns where everyone is 
bossed by laws and no one can be inde- 
pendent and free like hunters in the most 
beautiful regions that God made for man. 
Last fall I located the stamping ground of 
some big grizzlics and I shall lead my 
party there and give them a chance to 
have the wildest and most exciting shoot- 
ing any of them ever knew. After I have 
Gone with the party ‘of eastern amateur 
hunters 1 expect to meet my partner, Joe 
Lamson, in the mountains, and we shall 
hunt and trap all by ourselves—over 200 
wiles from any white man’s home--until 
the cold weather drives us out next fall. 
O, we'll get about a dozen grizzlies in the 
course of the surmmer if. we have good luck, 
besides an occasional black bear, sore 
foxes, mountain lions and such things. 


Plenty of 

Grizzlies 

“are there many grizzlies left in Call- 
fornia? Yes, plenty to keep the few re- 
maining hunters busy for a good genera- 
tion longer. In fact, I don’t belleve the 
greatest game beasis on the western hemi- 
‘sphere will be gone for many years to 
come, notwithstanding popular opinion to 
the contrary. Of course, there has been @ 
powertul falling off in the last 00 years. 
Grizziy Adams, the greatest hunter, by the 
way, that ever lived, told me that he used 
to see bunches of grizzlies in the Sacra- 
mento valley and along the Russian river 
in northern California, which had 8 or 
more bears. That was about 1846. I re 
member that in 1855 and 1856, when I was 
washing gold on the Trinity river, we heard 
every tew days of grizzlies having been 
seen there. I myself saw fully 100 griz- 
zlies a year in those dags, and I did not 
make a business of going for them, either. 
The mining camps in northern and central 
California were full of stories of reda- 
tions by erizzly bears and the deaths of 
venturesome men who ran up against the 
maddened animals. 

“Along about 1862, when Leland Stanford 
‘was governor of California, a bounty of 
$25 was given by the state for every griz- 
zly bear scalp sent or brought to the state 
comptrollier’s office. ot about 40 scal 
m f one year, and I believe that Cali- 
fornia for over 800 scalps in two 


years. 

But now the grizzly has retreated to the 
tnaccessible canyons away back in the 8Si- 
erras and coast range, and he ranges 
among the mountains many miles sremote 
from any white man’s abode. Indeed, for 
remaved from where any human being 
goes for years at a time, There are prob- 
ably about 60 grizzlies taken every year 
in California, and, judging from what 
hunters tell me and from my parfher’s and 
my OWN Chs-iv.2tions, (Bere must be twice 
that number born every 12 months. Twins 
are not uncommon among grizziies, and 
Ane known personally of triplet grizzly 
cubs. 

“Grizyies and black bears are now more 
numeroys in the mountains in Kern and 
Mono Counties then before in some time.

There Is No Cause for Alarm, in Spite 
of the Terrifying Pre- 
dictions 


LITTLE EFFECT ON THE EARTH 


Their Influence Is Felt, However, in 
Severe Electrical § 
nese Knew of Them 


CAMBBRIDGF, Mass., Dec. 12.—Sun spots 
may come and sun spots may go, but de 
spite the numerous terrifying theories ad- 
vanced and partly supported during the 
last half century it is the opinion of the 
best-known modern astronomers—such men, 
among many others, as Prof. C. A. Young 
ot Princeton, Prof. 8. P. Langley, the well- 
known American authority on soler phy- 
sics, or Prof. E. C. Pickering, director of 
the Harvard. astronomical observatory— 
that human affairs go on forever without 
much, if any, reference to them. The 
group of sun spots that has y at- 
tracted so much general attention is, there- 
fore, so far as anything is definitely known 
about it, a solar curiosity rather than any 
visible prophet of approaching evils. 

Even as mere solar curiosities, however, 
the spots are interesting enough to warrant 
general attention, expecially in view of the 
fact that most of our present knowledge of 
the sun is a)product of the last half cen- 
tury. In this knowledge the sun spots, their 
character, the periodicity of their appear- 
ance and their relation to the earth are all 
matters whose final solution depends upon 
future investigation.

Meantime it‘has been shown that there Is 
e certain degree of regularity in their ap- 
pearances and disappearances; that there is 
an apparent connection, whether real or 
merely coincidental, between the sun spots 
and our terrestial magnetic disturbances, 
and that thero is little or no connection be- 
tween their appearance on the sun and the 
‘weather, commercial panics, wars or other 
disturbances that affect the everyday ex- 
istence of average mortals. ky 

In appearance the typical sun spots, as 
seen through a powerful telescope, suggest 
great chasms in the sun, so large, indeed, 
that our own earth could be: dropped into 
one of them easily and might even get out 


of sight before touchi the bottom. Such 
a hole, of course, would be a mere incident 


on thé sun's surface, as readily appears 
when one remembers that if the sun were 
considered as a hollow sphere our own plan- 
et, together with’ the moon, could be placed 
inside of. it without disturbing the distance 
that ordinarily separates them. But, as a 
matter of fact. the question is mooted 
among astronomers whether the sun spot 
is an enormous saucer filled with gaseous 
matter that absorbs the light rays and so 
presents to the astronomer the black and 
empty appearance of a tremendous chasm. 
And the theory has also been advanced that 
the spots instead of being depressions are 
actually elevations of a portion of thie 
sun’s surface. 


Cause of 
the Spots 

The cause of these spots.has been likewise 
the subject of many theories no one of 
which has received sufficient belief to be 
considered even approximately final. ‘Gali- 
leo, for example, thought the sun spots to 
be clouds floating abovo the surface of the 
sun and so cutting off a portion of its light; 


Lalandes imagined them to be the peaks of 
solar mountains projecting. through the fiery 
envelop that surrounds the body of the sun; 
Sir Willlam Herschel believed them to be 
holes in this fiery Sena wna photosphefe 
—through which the dar —— of the sun 
is thus temporarily visible; Sir John Her- 
schel suggested the idea of whirling storms 


boring great holes in this outer covering.. 


They have been looked upon also as clouds 
produced by solar eruptions and as the re- 
sult of planets approaching closely enough 
to the sun to affect a portion of its surface. 
These theories,however, are simply theories 
and the modern astronomer looks to the 
further development of such essentially 
modern meth of study as the camera 
and spectros for some more gencrally 
convincing. explanation. 

From the modern ‘point of view the 
study of.the sun spots. goes back only 
to the time of Galileo. Earlier men- 
tions of similar phenomena are simply 
matters of visual observation before the 
invention of the telescope had brought 
the heavenly bodies near enough for 
anything that begins to suggest the 
possibility of ever becoming intimately 
acquainted with them. 


Seen in China 

Ages Ago 

The Chinese, for example, are said to 
have recorded sun spots, thus visible to 
the naked eye, as long as 321 years be- 
fore the Christian era. The Peruvians 
are said to have had a knowledge of 
them when their country was conquered 


by the ppeneee. Historians of the 
time of Charlemagne report a spot seen 
on the sun for elght consecutive days 
in 807; the astronomer epee noticed 
such a spot’ in 1609 and m 1610 to 
1612 several astronomers . gan inde- 
endently to observe and study them. 
hese astronomers were Fabricius, 
Scheiner, Galileo and Hariot, and their

We couldn't speak for awhile, we were so 
charmd by the Oriental splendor. We for- 
got the early injunction of our mothers, 
“When you go to people's houses you must 
not look around, but just sit still.’’ We 
did sit still, but we looked around in the 
most take-it-all-in manner. 

The chairs and tables are hand-carved 
rosewood and ebony, the stool part being 
much higher than American chairs, the 
seat not so large and perfectly square, the 
backs low. Beside each chair to the right 
is a small table with a square marble top, 
covered witha dolly and the chairsare 
placed in a row around the walls, like a 
New England housewlfe places her chairs. 
The little table is to hold the teacup. The 
Chinese serve tea to their guests. On one 
side is a large divan of ebony, inlaid with 
pearl and marble. The divan is longer and 
wider than the American bed, with carved 
arms and back. In the center of.the divan 
is a low marble top table.' On either side 
of the table are cushions and head rests. 
We were curious to know the use of the 
table. Mr. Chang evidently read the desire 
in our faces, for he sald: 

"This divan is for two friends. One sits 
here and the other there. Then they play 
chess or other games of emusement and 
sip their tea, and when they grow tired of 
the games they. recline and rest.’’ 

“My friend thinks that this piece of 
tapestry represents a man propos'ng to a 
woman. What is it?’’ I asked, pointing to 


a large plece of tapestry covering the space 


near the folding doors. 

“O, no, no, not that,’’ said Mr, Chang, 
and his voice had a peculiar tone I won- 
dered if I had blundered and I looked up 
at him.

“Il can’t drink it that way: my nose is 
too long,”’ she said, and we all laughed at 
her efforts. Mr. Chang again tilted the 
cover for her, and this time she succeeded. 
We had a merry chat over the teacups. 
Mr. Chang has a keen sense of humor, and 
ia a brilliant conversationalist. 

“In America we call tea drinkers old 
maids,'’ I sald. 

“Yes, but tea is my favorite beverage," 
said my friend.

“Is it a religious society, Pomagning like 
the Sisters?” 

‘No, it is purely social. There.are col- 
onies or schools of them.

They are independent of 
a husband, of their fathers and mothers 
and they are self-supporting. They em- 
broider, farm and raise silkworms. They 
do not bind. their feet.’’ 

‘“‘{ thought all this was arranged by their 
parents?” 

‘To a certain extent it is. They are be- 
trothed and married, but they never live 
with. their husbands. They renounce their 
marriage.” 

‘And the husbands; are they allowed to 
marry again?’’ 

“O, yes; they may marry again.” 

“How strange! I don't think I should 
like that sort of arrangement,” 

‘‘Have you no such society here?” 

“No, Iam afraid you would not find many 
followers. While there are a great many 
bachelor girls, yet they want to feel that 
they can marry, provided they get the 
chance.”’ 

Mr. Chang laughed. 

“Our country seems strange to you, and 
yours seems strange to us. I am glad I 
can speak English. When you speak the 
language of the people we are with we 
enjoy life so much better. The. more lJan- 
guages you can speak the broader your 
mind becomes. You can get a better under- 
standing of life. If a man could speak 
every language, he would then indeed be 
the universal-man. To understand the finer 
sentiments of a person you must be able 
to converse with him in his native tongue. 
His finer thoughts are uttered only in his 
mother tongue. It is the natural outlet of 
his soul.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—Virginia’s me- 
morial to Robert BH. Lee is nearly finished, 
and the marble figure of the great Confed- 
erate soldier will soon be shipped to Wash- 
ington to fill a place in statuary hall at the 
capitol.

Structure in McLean County Is Con- 


So Says Dr. Mary E. Pogue, Who Dif- 
fers From President Roosevelt - 
on Race Question 


CHICAGO, Dec. 12—With a standing 
waiting list of 600 children under the age of 
18 years seeking admission to the Illinois 
Asylum for Feeble Minded Children at 
Lincoln, it is the opinion of Dr. Mary EH. 
Pogue that the state in its broad relation to 
the people needs to seek some preventive 
way and means for the reduction of this 
total of 2200 unfortunates which belong to 
the community life. 

Dr. Pogue was connected with the Lin- 
coln institution under the Tanner adminis- 
tration, and in her work as a neurologist 
at the present time she recognizes some of 
the conditions which are making for an 
increase rather than for a decrease in the 
number of these perennial epplicants. One 
of the theories which she regards as point- 
ing to the sqme increase in the deficient is 
that of President Roosevelt when he as- 
sumed to speak of the old-time family as 
one that should be representative of the 
fatherhood and motherhood of the country. 

“Some one should have reminded him 
that a mother couki not do her duty by 
the family of nine or fifteen children of the 
old days,”’ said the doctor in speaking of 
the President's philosophy. “In those old- 
time families there were always the men- 
tally and physically wronged little ones— 
children who suffered because the mother 
had not the stamina to impart to these 
overnumerous progeny the mental or phy- 
sical equipment that nature intended. 
“Taking the old-time family of ten oF. 


twelve children one could almost always 
find a set of twins among them—a sign of 
the degeneracy of the stock. Frequently 
it was a tuberculous tendency in the par- 
ents which prompted the large number of 
offspring. Other diseases which to some! 
extent were responsible for idiocy and mal- 
formations of the body were of a nature 
to cause the dying out of the parent stock, 
but the danger of tuberculosis was, and 
always is, its tendency toward large fam- 
ilies.’’ 
Of the 1600 inmates of the asylum at Lin- 
coln—the largest institution of the kind in 
the world—an average of two boys a year 
are released from its# supervision.as cured 
or restored to the normal. According to 
Dr. Pogue nearly half of these inmates: 
may be educated to a considerable degree, 
but in general, when a dis admitted | 
to the institution, it becomes an inmate for 
its natural life. One of the oldest “‘chil- 
dren’’ in the asylum was a woman 72 
years old; and there have been numerous 
“little ones’’ aged from 60 to 60 years. 
At the same time Dr. Pogue is a stanch 
antagonist of the idea that a child should 
be declared irresponsible and beyond train- 
ing simply because it cannot keep up with 
the studies in the public school. G6he says 
of one of these types that he is late in 
learning to walk, probably he refuses to 
try to talk and he is late in getti his 
teeth; he is undersized, poorly nourished 
and old in appearance; 8 irritable, 
wakefu! at night, and has paroxysms of 
screaming. Headache is the one persistent 
symptom of which the child complains. 
“Perhaps his -mental status maybe de-; 
termined by the second or third year,”’ 
said Dr. Pogue, “‘but as tea, the cnild 
will be sent to echool, where its inability 
to keep up in its studies will bring the 
parents to the first knowledge that. some- 
thing is wrong. Then the first move may 
be towafd an asylum. in which it may be 
a great wrong to the child and to its 
country for it to be imprisoned. Some of 
these children, hastily claseed as defectives, 
may be taken into special lines, where 
fame may. follow the. exercise of their 
brains—normal in most things, but phe- 
nomenal in one channel. Bonheur 
was thought to be for years beyond the 
ability to learn to read; Flaubert was not 
able to learn to read until he. was 14 years 
old, and Newton seemed not to have mind 
enough to carry the simplest messages for 
his mother until he was well grown. 
“One needs to search for some of the ap- 
parent causes for the classification ‘feeble 
minded.’ I dislike to hear the used 
ly is interpreted. For in-. 
stance, I havé a girl 12 years old under 
my supervision. Six weeks ago she could 
not read a word fn a child’s reader. 
‘“‘When the book was brought to her she 
would close her eyes and Iie back in 
dogged indifference; today she has mas- 
tered 20 pages in the reader and is still 
learning rapidlv. Many a dohild ts its 
classification as semi-idiotic from the fact 
that in school it took a wrong start, got 
behind further and further in its studies 
because of the bullyings of its teacher and 
the ridicule of its classmates, and finally 
at 12 or 14 years old it could not be forced 
into school, or, if forced there, simply en- 
dured the tmprisonment and refused stead- 
ily to learn.”

Y COMPLIANCE with the Post-Dispatch’s and New York 

World’s request to write some account of my last ducking 

trip to Virginia is quite largely due to the opportunity 

thus afforded me to correct some misstatements that have 
been published in the newspapers concerning the expedition. 

It is not a pleasant thing for one who prides himself on his strict 
obedience to game laws to be accused of violating these laws whenever 
he hunts or fishes—and especially is it exasperating to be thus accuscd 
solely for the delectation or profit of some hungry and mendacious 
n2wspaper correspondent. It igs not true that I was arrested in Virginia 
for violation of the game laws, or for shooting without a license; nor 
was any complaint made against me, nor, so far as I know, has such a 
thing been contemplated. 
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Sport Versus Slaughter 

Equally false and mischievous, though not involving a violation of 
law, is the charge that our party killed 500 ducks. Our shooting force 
consisted of five gummers of various grades of hunting ability, including 
ore who had not ‘‘fired a gun in 20 years,’’ and another who could ‘‘do 
pretty well with a rifle, but didn’t know much about a shotgun.’”’ We 
were shooting four days, but on only one of these days was our entire 

force engaged. There was not one 

in the party who would not have 

been ashamed of any complicity in 

the killing of 500 ducks, within the 

time spent and in the circum- 

stances surrounding wus; nor is 

there one of the party who does 

not believe that, if the extermina- 

tion of wild ducks is to be prevent- 

ed, and if our grandchildren are to 

know anything about duck shoot- 

ing, except as a matter of historical 

»* reading, stringent and intelligent 

laws for the preservation of this game must be supplemented and 

aided by an aggressive sentiment firmly held among decent ducking 

sportsmen, making it disgraceful to kill ducks for the purpose of boast- 

ing of a big bag, or for the mere sake of killing. Those who hunt ducks 

with no better motives than these, and who are restrained, in the ab- 

sence of law, by ‘nothing except the lack of opportunity to kill, are 

duck slaughterers, who merit the contempt of the present generation 
and the curses of generations yet. to come. 

Our party killed about one hundred and twenty-five ducks. We ate 
as many as we cared to eat during our stay among the hunting marshes, 
and we brought enough home to eat on our own tables and to distribute 
among our friends. It seems to me that gunners who kill as many ducks 
as will answer all these purposes ought to be satisfied.

On the Cooking of Wild Ducks 


And just here I want to suggest something which ought to greatly 
curtail the distribution of wild ducks among our friends. In households 
where no idea prevails of the difference between properly cooking a 
wild duek and one brought up in a barnyard, a complimentary gift of 
wild fowl is certainly of questionable advisability; for if these are 
cooked after the fashion prescribed for the domestic duck they will be 
so thoroughly discredited in the eating that the recipient of the gift will Were 
come near suspecting a practical joke, and the donor will be nearly 
guilty of waste. 

In Virginia they have a very good law prohibiting duck shooting on 
Wednesdays and Saturdays, and of course, on Sundays. These are called 
rest days. We arrived at the very comfortable clubhouse of the Back 
Bay Club in Princess Anne County, about noon on Saturday, with 
weather very fair and quiet—too much so for good ducking. From the 
time of our arrival until very early Monday morning, besides eating and 
sleeping, we had nothing to do but to ‘‘get ready.’’ It must not be sup-

preparatory hours left to us our eyes were strained hundreds of times 
from every favorable point of observation in search of flying ducks; 
hundreds of times the question as to the most desirable shooting points 
was discussed, and thousands of times the wish was expressed that Mon- 
day, intead of being a ‘‘blue bird day,’’ would preent us with a good, 
stiff breeze from the right direction. The field of prediction was open 
to all of us, and none avoided it. A telling hit was made by the most 
self-satisfied weather prophet of the party, who foretold an east wind at 
sundown, which promptly made its appearance on schedule time. 

When we were aroused out of bed at 4:30 o’clock Monday morning 
we found our east wind still with us in pretty good volume, and al- 
though we all knew it was not in the most favorable quarter, and that 
the weather was too warm for the best shooting, it was with high hopes 
that we got into our boats and started in midnight darkness for our 
blinds. Whatever anticipation of good shooting I had indulged met 
with a severe reverse when I learned that my shooting companion and I 


were expected to kill ducks with our decoys placed to the windward of 


us. I warmly protested against this, declaring that I had never done 
such a thing in my life, and in the strongest language I objected to the 
arrangement; but all to no purpose. -As I expected, the ducks that were 
inclined to fly within our range, coming up the wind behind us, saw our 
blinds and us before they saw the decoys, and when we tried to turn 
and get a shot, a sudden flare or tower put them out of reach. As for 
fair decoying, they had no notion of such a thing. We killed a few 
ducks through much tribulation; but the irritation of knowing that 


many good opportunities had been lost by our improper location more 7e a 


than overbalanced all the satisfaction of our slight success. That my, 
theory on the subject of windward decoys is correct was proved when 
on Thursday, with a west wind and decoys to the leeward, we killed at 
the same place more than twice as many ducks as we killed the first day. 
This was not because more came to us, but because they came in proper 
fashion. 
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On Having One’s “Eye Wiped” 

It was on this day that I once or twice had my ‘‘eye wiped,” and 
I recall it even now with anything but satisfaction. It is a provoking 
thing to miss a fair shot; but to have your companion after you have 
had your chance knock down the bird by a long, hard shot makes, one 
feel somewhat distressed. This we call ‘‘wiping the eye,” but I have 
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always thought the sensation caused by this operation justified calling ie 


‘* gouging the eye.”’ 
We left for home after one more.very cold day spent in the blinds, 


with some good shooting. Every one of the party was enthusiastic in 
speaking of the pleasure our outing had afforded us, and all were out. 
spoken in the hope that our experience might be repeated in the future, 

Now, let it be observed that most prominent among the things that 
had occupied us and were thus delightfully remembered, and among the 
experiences desired again in the future, were the rigors and discomforts 
we had undergone in our shooting. So far as the good things and the 
comforts of the clubhouse itself entered into the enjoyment of our trip, 
it would be strange if they did not present great allurement, for noth- 
ing in the way of snug shelter and good eating and drinking was lack- 
ing. It is not so easy, however, to reason out/the duck hunter's eager- 
ness to leave a warm bed, morning after morning, long before light, and 


go shivering out into the cold and darkness for the sake of reaching his — 


blind before daybreak—not to find there warmth and shelter, but to sit 
for hours chilled to the bone patiently waiting for the infrequent shot 
which reminds him that he is indulging in sport or healthful recreation, 
Suppose that such a regimen as this were prescribed in cold blood as 
necessary to health. How many would think health worth the cost of 


such hardships?

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FIND LOST CHILD 
AFTER NINE YEARS 


Daughter Returns From Copenhagen, 
N. Y., to Wealthy Home at End 
of Ceaseless Search 


Nine years’ unremitting search for a 
lost child has just ended successfully for 
Mrs. Ella Robbins of Wilimar, Minn. 
After having almost relinquished hope of 
again seeing her daughter, of whom all 
trace was lost when she was but an in- 
fant, the mother’s persistent efforts have 
finally been rewarded. 

The story of how she was lost and found 
is as romantic as anything ever read in 
fiction. In 1893 Mrs. Robbins, then Mrs. 
Ella Starr, was left a widow with one 
child, and as she was totally without 
means she took her little 2-year-old Myra 
to the Minnesota State Public School for 
Dependent Children, where she piaced her 
under the personal charge of the matron. 
She then made her way to another state, 
where she found work. 

A year later the matron, a kind-hearted 
woman named Mason, went on a visit toa 
Mr. and Mrs. Trembly of Copenhagen, N. 
Y., and took little Myra with her. The 
Tremblys, who were middle aged and with- 
out children, fell in love with the pretty 
child and offered to adopt her. Mrs. Ma- 
son, who had not once heard from Mrs.

Detectives were put on the case, but 
they utterly failed te trace the missing 
child, and then Mrs. Egbert determined to 
devote her whole life to the search unti! 
the little girl was once more with her. 
After ransacking America from one end to 
the other without: success she made her 
way to Europe, but with no better result. 
Then she thought that possibly her hus- 
band might have returned to India, and 
taken the child with him, and thither she 
dctermined ta follow. 

That was more than 18 months ago and 
last June Mrs. Egbert’s friends received 
a cable from her saying that she had 
found the chiid and was returning to Chi- 
cago with her. The circumstances under 
which she [f: di the child Mrs. Egbert re- 
fused to di @- . merely saying that she 
had travelec (0 miles to find, her daugh- 
ter, and that she was only too thankful 
that succes&é had at tape rewarded her long 
search. 


Found After

search of recent years is that of Mme, 
Gratski, the wife of an official at the 
court of St. Petersburg.

Up’ to that time 
the ordiriary run of people did not know 
what hac long been a matter of knowledge 
‘to chemists, that sea water contains small 
‘qvantities of gold and silver and many 
other minerals. The amount of gold in one 
ton of sea water is about one grain, not 
enough under any known process for profit- 


able operation. 

For ‘several days the shrewd financial op- 
erations of Jernegan created the greatest 
excitement. The ease with which the rev- 
erend gentleman found dupes was aston- 
ishing. He not only took gold from their 
pockets, but he caused them to draw it out 
of their banks and give it to him. 

Then he sent it to the United States as- 
gayer’s office, quietly turned it into bank 
motes and securities, then quickly disap- 
peared, leaving. the country amazed at the 
ease with which he did it. 

Not many years ago the Rev. P. F. Jer- 

negan, a Baptist clergyman, without ocou- 
pation, was reading one day in an encyclo- 
pedia and learned the fact, familiar to 
most persons, that the water of the sea 
gontained a certain slight percentage of 
gold, much too small to pay for its extrac- 
tion.

Both Godard and Capazza waited to com- 
plete arrangements for the advent of a 
balloon that proved its dirigibility by actual] 
test, and now that it has arrived, nothing 
they say can stop these méh from attempt- 
ing what was long thought possible, though 
not entirely practicable. 

Louls Godard, who was first in launching 
the project of fiying across the Atlantic, 
is at present under the care of physicians, 
overwork having brought on nervous pros- 
tration, which temporarily incapacitates 
him. However, his chief co-workers say 
that the preparations are proceeding just 
as if the man who conceived them was 
present. 

Meteorological studles and technical reck- 
onings as to the possible carrying capaci- 
ty of the airships are the subjects on which 
Godard’s staff are now mainly engaged. 
The metcorological calculations are of the 
highest importance, as much with respect 
to the air line to be followed is mere guess- 
work. The chief of Godard’s technica] bu- 
reau said: “Maitre Godard expects to 
leave New York next May, when the west 
winds have become more or less stationary. 
These are calculated to carry the airship 
to Europe. If the wind should change to 
northwest, however, we would have to 
land somewhere in the neighborhood of 
Africa, perhaps on the Canary islands. 

‘The distance we expect to cover in the 
first case is 3125 miles, in the latter about 
4700 miles. We hope to make about & 
miles an hour. 


“The experiment will be quite inexpen- 
sive from an American point of view, about 
$40,000. Maitre Godard is now in his best 
years and has the courage, the technica) 
resources, and the enterprise to carry 
through this tremendous undertaking. 

“Our dirigible is not of the Lebaudy 
type, but the principle: employed seems 
similar. The type that will be used of the 
transatlantic trip was. invented by Maitre 
Godard. Let it be known that we do not 
claim too much for our balloon. We de not 
say that it is absolutely independent of the 
air currents, but We fo assert it can 
be. peseree n spite them, to a certain 
extent.

It has complete steering gear 
and the cabin is furnished with apparatus 
for producing either heat or cold, and, in 
addition, with arrangements for generating 
and passing upward through tubes any 
amount of gas needad to replace gas in the 
bel oon that may have evaporated,”

The seeds of 
emotional insanity, after lying dormant sO 
long, have blossomed out into another one 
of those domestic tragedies for which the

The father of Princess Windisch-Graetz, 
the Austrian Crown Prince Rudolph, was 
unquestionably of unsound mind when he, 
first inurdered his paramour, the beautiful 
Baroness Vetsera, and then turned the re- 
volver upon himself to inflict mortal 
wounds. His Hlicit liaison itself was the 
outcome of an’ unrestrainable, romantic 
disposition. ‘ 

lier mother, Stephanie, a princess of 
Belgium, had for her aunt demented Car- 
lotta, widow of Emperor Maximilian of 
Mexico, whose vaulting ambition had 
driven her husband on an adventurous 
path until it ended on the plain of Quere- 
taro in a shower of bullets. Stephanie her- 
velf. now Countess Lonyal, has shown 
through life an unbalanced mind, morbid 
jealousy and violent conjugal passion. 


BORDERLAND OF INSANITY. 


Her grandmother, Empress Elizabeth of 
Austria, fairest and youngest daughter of 
Maximilian Joseph of Bavaria, was all her 
life living on the borderland of insanity. 
Her sister, Queen Maria Sophia of Naples, 
was likewise eceentric to the verge of un- 
reason, and the sume in a somewhat slight- 
er degree is true of her elder sister, Prin- 
cess Thurn and Taxis, while her brother, 
Duke Carl Theodore of Bavaria, the emi- 
nent oculist, shows his eccentricity in a 
more amiable and useful guise.

The unfortunate monarch, having just 
been adjudged’ insane by his bedy physi- 
cian, Dr. Von Gudden, revenged himself on 
the jlatter. He waded into the  pellucid 
waves of Stranberger lake, dragging his 
victim ‘with him. There was an unequal 
struggle that ended in the royal maniac 
throttling Dr. Von Gudden and submerging 
his head under the water until death . by 
drowning had ensued.

NEW YORK, Dec. 12.—Italian workmen 
employed by the Degnon-McLean Contract- 
ing Co. on the excavation for the new sub 
way City Hall station yesterday afternoon 
uncovered parts of the skeletons of 10 
men who are supposed in life to have been 


inmates of the British military prison, un- 
der the rule of Cunningham and Tyron, 
when the old Hall of Records. which stood 
on the site, was used as a prison for con- 
tinental soldiers and sympathizers with the 
revolutionary cause. 

The skeletons*were taken by the police to 
the ‘coroner’s office in the criminal courts 
building, and it is said that an inquest wil] 
be held on them. 

The bones -were unearthed about 4% feet 
below the surface, at a point slightly north- 
west of the old Halli of Records. The 
roots of a b tree which was cut down 
18 months ago had grown in and around the 
trench which contained them. Seven of 
the skulls are in a fair state of preserva- 
tion. The other three are in fragments. 
There were arm, thigh and back bones with 
the akulls, and, altogether, they filled two 
kegs and an orange box when they w€re 
gathered up by the workmen and made 
ready for trans magn 2 ote 

The ItaJians who made the aiecovery were 
under the immediate direction of Frank De 
Gary, superintendent. 

Picking up the skull, much as the grave- 
digger in ‘ “Hamlet” lifted poor  Yoriek's un- 
tenanted dome, the Italian said:

The other men gathered around co see the 
skull, and then one of them reached down 
and pulled — of the loam and rocks a 
thigh bone. e diggers sent word to Mr.

Rooms, Gambling Houses and Saloons 
Have All Suffered Desertion by Their Habitues in the 


Religious Awakening to Which Clarence B, Strouse, a 


Young Methodist Evangelist, Has, Aroused the People 


of Frankfort. 


RELIGIOUS awakening has had singular consequence in the city of Frank- 

fort, capital of Kentucky. Clarence B. Strouse, a young evangelist of the 

Methodist Church, was invited there to hold a series of revival meetings. 

It was not at first apparent that the meetings were making any unusual 

impression upon the community, but a farther striking proof that they were doing 80 

Was afforded Thanksgiving week, when the meetings were removed from a theater, 

where they were being held, the removal being necessary to make room for a theat- 
rical company which had a Thanksgiving engagement there. 

Frankfort has been considered a good theatrical city; but singularly, when the 

play replaced the evangelist in the theater it could not get an audience. The people 

had all followed the evangelist into one of the churches, where he was continuing 


‘his meetings. 


Other evidences of religious awakening followed in quick succession. Ballrooms. 
gambling houses and saloons began to suffer by desertion among their habitues. 
Last week the climax came when the wife of Kentucky’s governor, who had attended 
the Strouse meetings, and had been much impressed by them, refused to appear at 


‘her husband’s inaugural ball, though persons of political and social prominence had 


come trom all parts of Kentucky to be present at the most important recurring func- 


tion in Kentucky society.

FRANKFORT, Ky., Dec. 10.—Clarence B. 
Strouse, the young evangelist whose rell- 
gious awakening in Frankfort kept away 
from Gov. Beckham’s inaugural ball the 
governor's wife and many of the most 
prominent people _ of Kentucky's capital 
city, is today the most-talked-of man in 


Kentucky. 
If great theological triumphs were as 


easily expressed as the French express per- 
sonal triumphs: in literature, music and 
art, it would be possible to explain the 
whole unique situation in Kentucky by say- 
ing that Evangelist Strouse has “arrived.” 

The evangelist has been coming, as it 
were, for some time, but the people of 
Frankfort have not realized what was 
going on. They were aware that Rev. C. 
J. Nugent, a Methodist pastor of the city, 
had brought him here, and that he had 
been making quite an impression with 
meetings at a Frankfort ‘theater. There 
was something unusual in the fact that 
when a theatrical attraction had occu- 
pied the theater about Thanksgiving, the 
people had refused absolutely to patronize 
the show, but had followed the evangelist 
over to one of the churches, and were 
there in numbers beyond the capacity of 
the church.

Beck- 
ham was not a little embarrassed that his 
wife had failed to appear at the ball in his 
honor for no other reason than that she 
ha. religious scruples forbidding her pres- 
ence. 

This. it is now assured, is a mistake, for 
the governor, so far from attempting to 
dissuade his wife from the position she 
had taken, encouraged her in it and was 
quite agreed that she should do as she did. 
The governor had accompanied her to 
many of the Strouse meetings. He had 
himself been impressed by them, though 
hardly to the extent to which they im- 
pressed Mrs. Beckham. It was impossible 
that he should himself be absent from the 
inaugural ball so long as he was physically 
alble to appear, or, perhaps, he might have 
joined Mrs. Beckham in remaining away, 
for it is known that he was in sympathy 
with her in her belief that it would not be 
consistent for them to make too much of 
the ball at a time when they had been ac- 
tively encouraging the work of the Rev. 
Strouse. 

But however the governor felt about it, 
people were surprised beyond measure. 
While it was not unheard-of that a gov- 


eror’s wife should not appear at her hus- 
band’s inaugural ball, Kentucky was not 
prepared to find its governor wifeless at the 
pretentious affair given at the governor's 
mansion in Frankfort last week. People 
came from all the principal cities of the 
state, representing, too, the most prominent 
families, socially and politically. ‘The city 
had been the scene of a splenaid inaugura- 
tion ceremony and festival during the day. 
Two thousand persons had come from 
Louisville and 1500 had come from Lexing- 
ton. Twelve hundred members of the state 
guard had marched in the inaugural pro- 
cession, and six brass bands had made the 
day martial] with music.

to Hold Back in the Country

market this past week wae in the St. Louls 
market, and that was more bear manipu- 
lation of the May option than bull manip- 
ulation of the December.

Although the wheat bulls received a 
pretty bad shake out this past week it 
did not apparently shake their faith in 
the buying side. Ths visible supply of 
bullish sentiment is still large and confi- 
dent, if the speculation to back it is 
somewhat lacking, but it will come in 
freely if given any kind of encourage- 
ment. The belief that supplies in this 
country are away below the average 
continues one of the strongest argu- 
ments the bulls advance in favor of 
higher prices. That visible supplies are 
small and the weekly increases fre- 
quently ager = below those of a year 
ago keeps this belief alive, as do the 
smaller receipts that every now and 
then are seen. There appears, however, 
to be increases going on outside the of- 
ficial visible. During November the in- 
crease in available supplies of the United 
States and Canada as reported by the 
Chicago Trade Bulletin was 14,600,000 bu, 
which was about 200,000 bu'more than 
for corresponding month last year, 
whereas the increase in the official vis- 
ible for last month was 7,900,000 bu, or 
5,900,000 bu less than for December, 1902. 
This shows that at points outside the of- 
ficial visible there was nearly 6,600,000 
bu increase last month, which compared 
with but 1,400,000 bu increase for that 
'month last year. However, the average 
trader is not an analyst, but accepts the 
figures posted on the blackboar with 
cheerful belief and lets it go at that. So 
as there is a better export business, if 
most of it is in the shape of flour, the 
Argentine not ret started her big crop 
to market, as the weather is as change- 
able as it is settled in our own country, 
storms breaking out frequently in the 
South American exporter, and a low-con- 
ditioned crop in the North American, it 
looks as safe @ proposition to buy on. de- 
clines as sell on advances. At present 
I rather favor the buying side. 


Here it is within a few weeks of a new 
year, with the new corn crop cut some time 
and ready for market, yet it does not move 
to market save as a mere dribble as com- 

ared with previous years. This holding 

ack the new corn naturally creates the 
idea that the crop was largely overesti- 
mated by the government and a growing 
bullish sentiment is manifest. As in the 
markets themselves, there is but a very or- 
dinary demand, it would a most apyent as 
though an increased movement from the 
entry would have a depressing effect. 
There is, however, a notable uneas'’ness ex- 
pressed in foreign markets at the inability 
to draw seasonable offers from this coun- 


try and the tone of these foreign markets 
is growing materially stronger. This 
may exert a bullish influence that will 
support values until the new crop does be- 
gin to come forward freely. 


There is still sald to be a considerable 
shortage in December corn contracts here. 
As no more corn comes in than require- 
ments call for, the stock In store remains 
at a beggerly low ebb. There is but little 
over 10.000 bu contract grade held in reg- 
ular elevators, and that probably would 
not go far toward settling the contracts 
that are out. You never can tell, though. 
I have seen 5000 bu grain de-tvered on con- 
tract and before it settled in any one’s 
hands for good it had settled most the out- 
standing contracts and knocked out a con- 
templated squeeze. The people who are 
long are holding stiffiy and making no 


overtures toward a settlement, but they do 
not, either, force up.

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MAN-EATING TRIBE 
S PASSING AWAY 


Tonkawa Indians Are Charged With 
Having Been Cannibals as 
Late as 1875 


ARE NOW CITIZENS OF THE U. S. 


Story of the Last Great Cannibal 
Feast in Which Most of the 
Tribe Was Slain 


Sperial to the Post-Dispatch. 

GUTHRIE, O. T., Dec. 12—With the ex- 
ception cf the one fact that a Tonkawa 
Indian is prevented by the United States 
government from disposing of his allot- 
ment of land, he is now a full-fledged 
United States citizen, having the power to 
vote, run for office and take part in polit- 
ical campaigns. Of this once powerful 
tribe there now remain, according to the 
réeport of Gov. Tom Ferguson for 1903 
only about 50 persons. As late as 1875 
they were a powerful tribe and were the 
terror of the other southwestern tribes, 
which roamed Indian Territory and a part 
of Texas. 

It seems strange that cannibals could ex- 
ist In this country as late as 1875, yet the 
Tonkawas are charged by other tribes and 
by persons, who have been long in the 
government service, with being man-eaters 
even as late as that date. It is claimed 
that among the many tribes, which have 
inhabited this country, the Tonkawa is the 
only tribe that has had this charge lodged 
against it. As a result, it is alleged that 
the Tonkawas were always so, hated by 
other tribes as to be shunned on all occa- 
gions, and even to this day the hatred is 
gaid to exist against the few remaining 
Tonkawas, who are now as far from can- 
nibalism as any people on earth. 

Mat Durr, the aged white man who has 
lived among the Oklahoma Indians for 
years and is acquainted with their cus- 
toms, traditions and languages more than 
any other white man in the southwest, 

a of today: 
mf Ce Daan etiam was a visi- 
tor recently among the Sac and Fox In- 
dians, looking for a friend. Every one 
of the 50 descendants of the Tonkawas 
is shunned and despised by the other 
tribes. The remnants of the men-eaters, 
ewho devoured thousands of other red- 
skins, always hunt for a friend, which 
they seldom find. The ancient Tonkawas 
were the Ishmalites of the red race, and 
their 50 living descendants are actually 
hated by other Indians for the human 
flesh-eating committed by their ancestors. 


Last Big Feast 
Was Death Feast 


“Tradition relates that the last big feast 
on roasted human flesh caused the death 
of several thousand of the voracious can- 
ibals in Texas. Having gorged themselves 
on the tender flesh of several hundred cap- 
tured Kiowa Indians, they indulged in 
their last sleep. Many thousand Kiowa 
Indians, and some other children-robbed 
red-skins, approached the unguarded wig- 
wams of the gluttonous man-eaters and 
Blew all they could find. Only a few, 
the progenitors of the 50 still aining 
Tonkawas, escaped. Our solita Ton- 
awa visitor felt very lonely; he failed to 
find a single ‘necone’ or friend.” 

It is related of the Tonkawas that an 


old custom was to hold a feast at least 


once each year, at which they killed and 
ate any prosoner in their possession who 
had been sentenced to death; and it is 
added that it made no difference at these 
annual feasts whether the color of the 
prisoner was white or red, the alleged fate 
Was: the same. In this connection Jack 
Leedy of Hennessey, O. T., who for many 
years was in the employ of the govern- 
ments at the Anadarko Indian agency in 
southwestern Oklahoma, relaces this story, 
evidently the same occasion as referred to 
- by Mat Durr, although the two .§ differ 
somewhat in the minor details only: 

In the fall of 1875 the Tonkawas came up 
from Texas and were camped about five 
miles southwest of the Anadarko agency; 
it being the season for the man-eating 
feast, it was learned that they had as a 
prisoner a young Caddo Indian and ex- 
nected to kill him for the occasion. It was 
estimated that about 250 Tonkawas were in 
camp and the Caddoes planned the rescue 
of their tribesman, but being few in num- 
ber themselves, persuaded the Kiowas, who 
were friendly, to join them and massacre 
the Tonkawas. 


How the Tonkawas 
Were Massacred 


“On the night settled upon for the butch- 
ery they stole upon the Tonkawas in the 
darkness and waited for the moon to rise. 
It was about midnight when the war 
whoop of the chief was given and with up- 
lifted tomahawks they rushed into the 
Tonkawa camp, striking down their vic- 
tims as the sprang from their beds of 
leaves. Out of the entire number of Ton- 
kawas but #2 escaped. The Kiowas and 
Caddoes scalped their victims and left the 
bodies to he devoured by wild beasts and 
bugzards. The spot where the massacre 
‘tonk — was marked for many years by 
the skulls and bones lying around on the 
gfound. but they were later buried by an 
order of the government.”’ 

‘In their tribal days the Tonkawa reserva- 
tion, In the southwest, was reported the 
finest in the United States, rich In resources, 
ahd the tribe rich in cattle. Today each 
Tonkawa has a homestead of 160 acres, his 
government allotment. and, In order to 
protect the Indians from sharpers, the gov- 

ment prohibita him from selling it. Now 

© Tonkawa is an agriculturist, cultivating 
land until it teems with a rich acreage 
wheat, corn and pastures covered with 
tle.. The lind is largely prairie, with a 
ich. well-watered soil, peculiarly adapted 
wheat raising. From their pastures, too.

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i. A WAR OF POBLICITY. 

“7 HE POST-DISPATCH made its influence felt from 
the first issue and it strikingly emphasized its in- 
dependence by the publication of lists of tax 

dodgers, even though these lists contained the names 

of many who were men of wealth and influence. 

A custom had grown up which was believed to have 
the force of law under which men who owned thousands 
or even hundreds of thousands in personalty, swore 
that they had no pictures, plate, pianos, carriages or 
stocks. These returns were accepted by the authori- 
ties, and in consequence the public treasury lost large 
sums of money. 

The daring of this exposure startled the community 
and it led in the course of time to a great reform. Dis- 
honesty among those liable for taxes cannot be cured; 
but dishonesty in the mass can be, and through the 
strictures and the publicity of the Post and Dispatch, 
those who were principally guilty of wrongful returns 
and negligent acceptance of obviously false statements 
were induced to change their course. The next tax re 
turns were mere equitable, and the community profited. 


2. TWO RINGS BROKEN. 

Another achievement due to publicity soon followed. 
The Louisiana Lottery, the Missouri Lottery and kin- 
dred concerns were operating under state charters. 
Gambling houses were conducted openly in St.. Louis 
and a powerful clique of gamblers controlled state and 
city officials, dictating nominations and compelling eleo- 
tions. Against this clique only feeble protests were 
raised until] the Post-Dispatch began a war, which, ex- 
tending over years, brought about the downfall of all 
the agencies of the ring. . 

fight began in 1879, when the governor name 

police commissioners for St. Louis who were believed to 
be favorable to the gamblers. A Senate committee was 
appointed to investigate the charges which the Poat- 
Dispatch printed, and the committee came to St. Louis 
to take evidence. This evidence was to be kept secret, 


but the Post-Dispatch: secured and printed verbatim ree / 
ports, and so startling were the revelations that the sem / 


ate refused to confirm the governor’s appointees. 
month later the Post-Dispatch was able to print 
the organization of the lottery circle. The head of this 
circle was convicted, agents of the lottery companies 
were arrested. The St. Louis Lottery Co. was forced 
to close its doors. At the next election the ring can- 
didates were defeated and the next legislature passed 
the Johnson gambling act, making the keeping of a 
bling house a felony. This was the death blow to 
fhe clique. Publicity had taken from it the great sources 
of profit and power and made it an outlaw. 

Some of the elements of the clique and new blood 
undertook the re-establishment of the former condi- 
tions in 1883. Agents of the gamblers were so success- 
ful that they held resignations of police commissioners 
with dates blank and to be used whenever their inter- 
ests were attacked. The chief of police was removed 
at their bidding, and places in the department were 
sold for cash. Gambling houses ran openly. 

The Post-Dispatch gathered evidence of these condi- 
tions and presented it to the circuit attorney. 

A public meeting was called on the floor of the Mer- 


chants’ Exchange, when the full story was thus made 


known. The governor was called from Jefferson City to 
testify before the grandjury, and as he entered the 
grandjury room a messenger whom he could not after- 
ward identify handed him a package, which was found 
to contain the missing stenographic notes of the in- 
vestigation. Gamblers indicted were convicted and were 
pardoned, but the ring was nevertheless broken and

3. THE EXPOSITION. 

It was on Nov. 7, 1879, that the Post-Dispatch began 
an agitation for the establishment in St. Louis of an 
annual exposition. As a result of its persistent efforts 
a public meeting held on Nov. 10, effected an organiza, 
tion ‘which raised the funds and built the structure on-

4. PAVING THE STREETS. 


Not the least of the 25 great feats accomplished by * 


the Post-Dispatch was its work for paved streets. 
Under lax city administration the streets had been 
neglected. Only a few of the downtown streets were 
paved and those imperfectly. The outlying improved 


, streets were covered with broken limestone, which, 


ground into fine particles by traffic, caused suffocating, 
all-covering clouds of dust to rise in‘summer and cov- 
ered the streets with thick, pasty mud in bad weather. 
In 1882 the Post-Dispatch began a systematic effort 
to change these conditions. monetary loss entailed 
by a continuance of bad streets was graphically and . 
continuously set forth. It was shown how the city 
was annually losing $900,000, through leakages of rev- 


- enue, and the advantages of Missouri granite for paving 


were brought to public attention. Opposition to its 
ideas and plans was active and powerful, but the effort 
to arouse the public did not cease.

5. SPRINKLING BY THE CITY. 

Out of a plan for ameliorating the conditions of which 
mention has just been made grew the street sprinkling 
war. A large fund was raised in 1880 for sprinkling the 
then unimproved roads to Forest Park, making that 
resort accessible to pleasure seekers. ‘Later, in 1884, 
the Post-Dispatch proposed plans for Lindell boulevard, 
the great driveway to the park, which were subsequent- 
ly carried out. 

Notwithstanding the sad condition of the streets, 
sprinkling, which was as necessary in summer, was left 
to the initiative of the indivdual householder. He con- ~ 
tracted for the watering of the place in front of his 
house, and if his neighbors did not choose to pay, their 
street spaces were left unsprinkled. 

- Obviously city control was the solution of the prob- 
lem. The Post-Dispatch proposed this and a plan to 
bring it into effect. Needed legislation was obtained, 
and the ¢ity contracted with men who had the neces- 


sary wagons, the entire city is continuously sprinkled, 
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‘of the Irish Home Rule party, )

6. CAMPAIGN OF CLEANLINESS. 

The great cléaning up of the city in 1884, at an ex- 
pense of $20,000, raised by the Post-Dispatch, is remem- 
bered by those who were interested in the city affairs 
at that time. The poorly paved city had been neglected 
in other directions. A smallpox epidemic threatened. 
The conditions were inviting. There was no municipal 
machinery for the proper removal of the garbage, the 
cleaning of streets and alleys and the fumigation of in- 


. fected places, 


The dread disease had obtained a stronghold in cer- 
tain localities and was extending its sphere. In this 
crisis the Post-Dispatch called for and obtained the 
large sum necessary for the work. Citizens contributed 
liberally and such a cleaning was given to the city as 
it had never had before, — 


7. FIREMEN’S PENSION FOND. 

Many citizens reckon eventg from the St. Nicholas 
Hotel fire. On Jan. 5, 1884, the coldest night in the 
history of the city, the fire department was called upon 
to fight one of the largest fires it has ever tried to ex- 
tinguish. Water froze in the pipes, the ladders against 
the hotel front were encased in ice and remained for 
days beautifully imprisoned and uséless, The following 
night another great fire destroyed a large furniture 
establishment. 

The Post-Dispatch called for subscriptions in aid of 
the disabled firemen, whose daring and devotion had 
rendered them incapable of caring for their families. A 


' large fund was raised and out of this grew a movement 


for the creation of a fund to pension firemen injured in 
the line of duty and their dependents when death over- 
takes the brave men and when firemen retired for age. 
A fund amounting to $75,000 was accumulated and leg- 

tion secured for the regular establishment of the 
fund and to control its management. 


8. CHEAP GAS SECORED. 

Great causes are never won or lost in a day. From 
1884 to 1890 the Post-Dispatch attacked the monopoly 
that controlled the gas-distributing service and street 
lighting of St. Louis. Consumers were compelled to pay 
$3.50 for illuminating gas. Two corporations divided 


the city by an agreement to which, strange as it sounds © 


to modern ears, the city was a party. South of Wash- 
ington avenue, then the territory most desired, the St. 
Louis Gas Light Co. had an exclusive monopoly. North 
of Washington avenue, the Laclede Gas Light Co, had 
an almost equally exclasive privilege. In making this 
division the city had secured what was supposed to be 
@ great concession in the price of street lamps. St. 
Louis gas stock was worth more than four times its face 
value. 

Constant publicity, insistent presentation of facts, 
aroused such a public sentiment, that in spite of the 
fact that the Laclede company’s principal owners ac- 
quired a strong control of the St. Louis company, and 
effected a consolidation, the needed privileges were de 
nied until an agreement had been entered into for the 
reduction in the price of gas to $1.25 per thousand feet, 
with a discount for prompt payment of bills. 


9. JEFFERSON BARRACKS ABUSES. 

Rumors of harsh treatment of recruits at Jefferson 
Barracks had been frequent before a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter enlisted there on Aug. 30, 1889. He kept a care- 
ful record of his observations and experiences, which 
was printed when his release from the army had been 
obtained. The stories of cruelties practiced by the non- 
commissioned officers and the neglect of the commis- 
sioned officers aroused widespread interest. Not only 
were St. Louisans aroused by the facts, but throughout 
the army the revelations were discussed. The war de- 
partment instantly ordered an investigation. 

The investigation was very thorough, and as a result 
a captain and a lieutenant were transferred to uncon- 
genial western points, six sergeants were reduced to the 
ranks and various reforms were instituted which made 
the lot of the young soldier more tolerable, 


~~ 10. PARNELL DEFENSE FOND. -

raised a fund of $5000 for his defense. 
That events justified the confidence of the Post-Dis 


patch in the innocence of Parnell is now « matter of 
history, When the spy on whose testimony the case 
against the patriot was founded was exposed and the 
whole fabric of the state’s case crumbled, there were 
many to defend Parnell. Indeed, there were many who 
shared the faith of the Post-Dispatch, in earlier days, 
for the fund of $5000 grew on contributions that aver- 
aged about 25 cents each. 

A monster meeting was held in Music Hall when the 
treasurer of the national Parnell defense fund came to 
St. Louis and the $5000 raised by the Post-Dispatch 
was presented to him on the stage. The proceeds of 
this demonstration were added to the Post-Dispatch 
fund. 

11. WAR ON LOTTERIES. 

From its foundation, the Post-Dispatch opposed gind 
denounced all forms of gambling and the story of its 
long war on the gambling ring of St. Louis has been 
told. At that time it succeeded in driving out of busi- 
ness the local lottery companies and in reducing the 


business of the Louisiana company, which was the 
largest of the concerns. The Louisiana, operating under 


a charter from the state whose name it bears, was pro- 
tected in a measure even in its operation outside that 
state. 

When this company’s franchise was about to expire, 
the Post-Dispatch was appealed to by citizens of Louia- 
iana to aid in the fight against renewal. The company 
stood ready to bribe all who were in opposition. 

When the fight was won the leading opponents of the 
lottery company testified to their appreciation of the 
Post-Dispatch’s work in behalf of their cause by a vote 
of thanks. Other influences were at work, aroused by 
the Post-Dispatch,.and the company fell to the position 
of an outlaw policy slip vendor.

Dispatch steamer, Percy Swain, had gone on a voyage 
of discovery, with reporters and photographers. The 
flood had risen with unexampled rapidity and the \Percy 
Swain found many persons in danger. The first day out 
160 persons were rescued and many more were picked 


up on subequent voyages over the submerged fields on . 


either side of the Mississippi in the vicinity of St. Louis. 
Barge loads of cattle were saved and household goods 
reclaimed from wrecked homes. 

The story of the Post-Dispatch rescue boat was graph- 
ically told, and in response to appeals for funds in aid 
of thase who had sustained great. loss by reason of the 
flood contributions poured in rapidly. were 
purchased and taken to the needy. Later fund was 
consolidated with a fund raised by the Merchants’ Ex- 
change. The contributors to the Post-Dispatch fund 
were at the rate of $1000 a day and no fund equally 
large, had ever been raised by any newspaper in so short 
a time. 


i838. THE CHILDREN’S CAMP. 

Around the old home place of Semples of Tree View 
Farm, Piasa Bluffs, a tented city grew suddenly in June, 
1893, There was established the Children’s Summer 
Camp, an enterprise originated and fostered by the Post- 
Dispatch. The summer was exceptionally hot. In the 
tenements infant mortality was growing at an alarm- 
ing rate. There were then few agencies for the aid 
the little ones, few charities devoted to their well 


ing. 
The Post-Dispatch called for funds to establish a place 
in the country where the sick babies t be + 


chance for life. The first proposal printed in the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch, on May 21. On June 10 the fund 
had passed the first $1000 mark; ‘seven days later anoth- 
er $1000 had been added; six days later there was 
another $1000 in the fund. The fund amounted to over 
$4000. 

The harbor boat was secured to take the babies and 
their mothers to the camp. Dr. A. V. L. Brokaw or- 
ganized a corps of eight physicians Every Monday dur- 
ing the summer a boat load of new patients was taken 
to the camp, and during the summer 836 babies and 


mothers‘were in the camps. 


14... POST-DISPATCH LAKE. 

The panic of 1893 checked enterprises employing labor 
to such a degree that thousands of men eager, anxious 
to work could not find any employment, and great suf- 
fering resulted. The winter of 1803-4 was extremely 
cold and the number of persons applying to the agencies 
for the relief of the destitute was greater than ever be- 
fore. The ‘societies‘were unable to aid all the appli- 
cants and were constantly appealing for funds. 

In this extremity the Post-Dispatch proposed that a 
large fund be raised, to be devoted to giving work to the 
unemployed. The plan decided on was the digging of a 
basin for a lake in Forest Park. Under the guidance of 
a committee of citizens this work was undertaken. Any 
man who wished to work for a day was put on the force, 
given a shovel or a pick or a team to drive. No ma- 
chinery was. used. The t basin was hollowed out 
entirely with pick and shovel. Committees of women 
made coffee for these laborers, of whom 20,000 were em- 
ployed. 

An extension to the lake in Carondelet Park was also 
dug by laborers paid from the fund raised by the Post- 

under similar conditions of employment. 

The fund reached the enormous total of $39,215.79, 


15. CHRISTMAS FESTIVAL. 

No feature of the Post-Dispatch work for the people is 
better known or more widely appreciated than the 
Christmas charities for the poor, which began in 1887, 
and have been continued annually since. The first of 
these was a Christmas tree in the Music Hall for all the 
children of the city who would otherwise have had no 
gifts. Two gigantic trees loaded with gifts occupied 
positions on the stage. The children were admitted in 
detachments, and preceding the presentation of gifts, 
were entertained by numerous volunteer singers and 
performers. The entertainment was practically continu- 
ous from 10 o’clock a. m. until 10 o’clock p. m., proba- 
bly the first 12-hour continuous performance. 

In subsequent years the Post-Dispatch co-operated 
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venient places all over the city, and thousands of sig- 
matures to an invitation were secured. The movement 
was extremely popular. The volume which contained 


. the invitation and signatures was bound in oak boards 


‘with silver clasps, hinges and plates. It was one of the 
largest books ever made and was the first of an unique 
line of invitations to the chief executive. A committee 
of 100 citizens, headed by Mayor D. R. Francis, pre- 
sented the invitation and won an acceptance. The 
President came to St. Louis and was royally received 
and entertained. 


17. RELIEF IN THE BLIZZARD. 
The winter of 1895 and 1896 was exceptionally severe. 
One of its incidents was a blizzard of great force and 
severe cold, which came down upon the city very sud- 
denly. The poor had had a long, hard fight for existence 
their need was great. Ordinary measures of relief 
not be set in operation rapidly enough to save 
destitute from terrible suffering and even if the 
agencies were capable of speedy action, the 
large number of needy persons had depleted treasuries 
to such an extent that extraordinary aid was required. 
The Post-Dispatch purchased blankets, food and fuel, 


In the distribution the reporters 
were aided by the police and representatives of the char- 
itable societies. They, brought joy to many a comfort- 
less home and saved many persons from intense suffering 
and death. 


18. THE TORNADO FUND.

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WAS in Chicago establishing the Chicago News 
when Joseph Pulitzer was laying the foundation 
of his newspapers. Being in the heat and stress 

of newspaper struggle myself, I naturally took a deep 
interest in Mr. Pulitzer’s work. 


The first thought that suggests itself to me in con- 


sidering the man and his newspaper achievements is 
the romance of his career. 

The basis of the romance of business is a man with 
a new idea. 

The new idea which Mr. Pulitzer applied to journal- 
ism was public service through publicity. 

I call this a new idea, not because men before his 
time had not understood the value of publicity as a 
moral force, uud the responsibilty of the press as a 
public servant, but his conception and application of 
these principles as practical factors in everyday jour- 
nalism were new. They gave journalism a new power 
and a new meaning. They enabled him to turn two 
apparently hopeless newspaper wrecks into a splendid 
success end to adorn their histories with notable 
achievements for the public welfare. They have made 
of his career a romance of imposing interest to map- 
kind. 

Two extraordinary achievements within one genera- 
tion mark the intelligent energy of the man and the 
effective power of his principles. 

Apply.ing his principles to a journalistic derelict in 
St. Louis, with a broken down press, a nominal circu- 
lation, and without influence, he changed it into a 
newspaper great and powerful for good within the 
sphere of its influence.

The Post-Dispatch, when Mr. Pulitzer bought it at a 


sheriff’s sale for $2500, had a ramshackle old home, 


which was fitted up for a newspaper office with the 
knocking out of a few partitions; it had an old rattle- 
trap, single type press and an ancient boiler with plas- 
ters of sheet iron to strengthen it, and a general wreck 
of a plant. Its equipment was complete for its pur- 
pose; only 975 papers were issued by the plant. The 
circulation did not exceed that number. 

Today it has one of the most perfectly equipped and 
magnificent newspaper plants in the country. 

Applying the same ideas to an abandoned wreck in 
New York, he built up a greater newspaper—greater 


in power, greater in pecuniary success, because of greater » 


opportunities—whose potent influence for civilization 
and human progress is felt on two continents. 


The achievements of both these newspapers have 
been limited solely by their fields and opportunities. 

lf this is not romance, what is? 

Although not a resident of St. Louis, I have been 
a somewhat close observer of her journalism, its de- 
velopment and its achievements from a period consid- 
erably antedating the advent of Mr. Pulitzer. The 
minor affairs have, of course, escaped me, but because 
of personal friendships and professional interest, the 
major events in that newspaper field have always com- 
pelled more than my passing notice. 

St. Louis has not lacked variety in her journalism. 


She had had her type that was atrong in preachment. 


She had had her type that was aggressive and omnivor- 
ous in the news field, without much note of the lessons 
that were to be gleaned from current history or the 
consequences to ensue upon unrestricted or purpose- 
less publication. She had had her type that made news 
only a means and political domination the end. But, 
as I now recall, she had never had the type which Mr. 
Pulitzer in 1878 presented as his ideal—the type which 
the Post-Dispatch and the New York World today ex- 
emplify. 

The fundamental thought in Mr. Pulitzer’s theory of 
journalism ~is probably fairly expressed in the phrase, 
“Public service.” His doctrine, as illustrated in his 
career, was that there is always great work for news- 
papers to do in behalf of mankind if they will but seek 
it out; that the doing of it is especially a journalistic 
duty, and that when a publisher serves the people in 
this spirit the people will not be slow to recognize it. 
These propositions are so much a matter of course 
that they seem trite now. Yet Mr. Pulitzer started as 
a publisher 25 years ago with them as his main capital, 
and built upon them a career that has all of the ele- 
ments of a wonderful romance. 


od 


He was a young man, foreign born, and had endured 
far more than the average share of hardships in secur- 
ing to himself a place to work out his destiny where 

| were strangers. As a reporter (German), as a sol- 
dier (federai) and as a legislator (Missouri), he had 
garnered much experience for later use. He was eVvi- 
dently a student, but in no sense a dreamer. He came 
to regard journalism as a good thing, and where he 
saw failures, of which there were many, he had the 
self-confidence to believe that he saw the reason there- 
for and what would have been preventive thereof. 

It was in this state of mind, I think, that fortune 
found him on a cold day in December, 25 years ago, 
when he attended a sheriff’s sale at your St. Louis 
courthouse. The property auctioned was the old Even- 
ing Dispatch. The paper had had its day and was little 
other than a bit of wreckage. Its history and condition 
warned capitalists to let it alone, and Mr. Pulitzer 


found little competition when he made an offer for the 


property. He bought it, as I recollect, for $2500, which 
doubtless meant a fortune to him in those days. The 


* Post, which had been in existence but a short time, 


without proving a strong claim to further tenure, was 
the only other evening paper in the field. Within two 
days the young publisher, undaunted by the two awful 
examples, had merged them into one feeble entity, and

the Post-Dispatch became a fact. From that very hour 
it was a fact to be reckoned with, too. The doubters 
—and I think they were the majority—had not cor- 
rectly estimated the man who had undertaken to con- 
vert two failures into one success. They did not know 
of Mr. Pulitzer’s conviction that his own ideas were, 
when put into action, to be productive of better results 
and in new ways. 

Looking backward now over the intervening 25 years 
—years fraught with so much of good to the profes- 
gion and so much of moment to him—TI am impelled to 
wonder how his fancy pictures of those days correspond 
with the realities of today. I never classed him as 
sentimental, but that he was imaginative there is no 
room to doubt when we view his achievements. No 
such results as he has attained could have been reached 
except through an imagination which could amalga- 
mate and crystallize ambition, logic and experience into 
definite and far-reaching plans—plans molded by pur- 
pose, judgment and an infinite self-reliance. I wonder 
where they seryed him, where they failed him, and to 
what degree they hampered him. How far did they 
carry him on his quarter-century’s course? To what 
extent did they afford him a prevision of the eventful 
years whicn were to make his fame, 
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Let no one doubt that the work and growth of Mr. 
Pulitzer’s papers are the result of deliberation and 
systematic methods. 

A great newspaper is not an accident. 

A mere news bulletin, however comprehensive the 
field it covers, is not a great newspaper. 

Primarily the collection and vending of news is a 
«commercial enterprise, but even in this aspect of the 
business it is not without value. No great evil can 
come to the sense of man so dong as the fierce light 
of newspaper publicity shines undimmed in every quar- 
ter of the globe. Men are no longer subject to the 
caprice of any monarch, for nowadays the most exalted 
sovereign must make answer before the high court of 
public opinion. 

But if a paper would be truly great there must be 
other than statistical demonstration. It must be not a 
herald merely. It must couple purpose with publicity. 
It must enlighten as well as entertain. It must dis- 
cover and exploit good as well as evil. 

It should interpret facts as well as publish them. It 
should exhibit courage as well as conviction. Finally, it 
must regard this truth, that malice, so unbecoming in a 
man, is unspeakable in a journal. 

The story of a newspaper should be the story of the 
community in which it has done its work. All institu- 
tions have their human characteristics. Into their de- 
velopment there is infused a deal of heart and soul and 
brain—all of the elements that mark man as of im- 
mortal destiny. An institution, says Emerson, is the 
lengthened shadow of one man. No institution quite so 
perfectly mirrors the world around it as does the really 
great newspaper. It is the world and man in microcosm. 

All of these reflections are suggested as I contemplate 
the history of Mr. Pulitzer’s publications. There have 
been times when I was out of sympathy with the meth- 
ods of the Post-Dispatch, ana times, too, when I found 
myself in antagonism to its policies. But there never 
was a time when I could say that the paper was not 
striving for the right as it had been given its founder 
and its conductors to see the right.’ It has been further 


manifest that “its agitations, its exhortations and its de-’ 


nunciations have been ever prompted by a devotion to 
those purposes in life which are essentially altruistic. 
One works bést for himself who works for his fellow 
man, and I can say that while, in the narrow sense, the 
et ty He has been Joseph Pulitzer’s paper, in the 
broader Sense, it has ever been the people’s paper. 
Never servile, never setting its sails to catch every 
breeze that blows, often driving in the very teeth of the 
popular gale, it has sought the people’s greater inter- 
est, and has furnished an illuminating leadership. 

‘The qualities | have depicted were not of slow dis- 
covery under the control which the new publisher as- 
sumed in 1878. At the very outset it was evident that 
there was a forceful personality back of the paper. 
Whatever the paper said was said with the confidence 
of an unwavering conviction, and with an energy that 
compelled positive support or provoked express opposi- 
tion.' The paltering habit was never in evidence, Its 
editorials had the ring of a challenge in them; and even 
when they held popular men or venerable wrongs up 
to condemnation for reasons stated, they carried an air 
of assurance that the people would see the light and 
yield their support in good time. Withal they breathed 
an infectious spirit of hopefulness. The news depart- 
ments brightened and bristled in keeping with the edi- 
torial utterances, and where the latter offered logic and 
criticism, the former furnished the facts to justify both. 
Here was something new in the community—a new 
thrill—an audacious censorship—an optimistic leader- 
ship. 

St. Louis was then what Columbus, or St. Paul, or 
(ndianapolis is now, except that there was more stag- 
nation through inherited estate, more acquiescence in 
unwholesome conditions because of « longer history. and 
less of the spirit of progress to appeal to than exists in 
these more modern cities. Much reform was needed in 
public and social affairs, but the inertia and the ven- 
eration for the status qao were calculated to discour- 


age. 
ed 


The die was cast for the young publisher and editor, 
however, and his hand was to the plow, without pos- 
sibility of turning back. He was talking then to less 
than 1000 subscribers. Today the Post-Inspatch talks 
to over 200,000. His means, his news supply and his op- 
portunity put a limit of four pages upon each edition of 
the Post-Dispatch. Today’s edition comprehends over 
30 times that number of pages. Weak in material re- 
sources, it would seem most natural to husband them— 
to lay out a course of compromise whereby offense would 


‘be avoided and faulty policies ignored, wherever publi- 


cation and censorship was not demanded by some cur- 
rent event. But it is evident that no such thought en- 
tered Mr. Pulitzer’s mind. He ‘had seen newspapers 
weaken and die on that trail. He had never seen any 
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mptable accession to influence or fortune thereby. But 
even if success were possible in that direction, he was 
not fashioned that way. His equipment was for the 
journalism militant, and since there was wrong enough 
on every hand to invite attack, his journal must either 
win that way or die that way. It did not die. 

No wrong practice, however hoary, was safe from his 
attack. No offender against public welfare, however re- 
spected, was sacred. An old style Hoe ress, that 
printed directly from the type, was his ricketty reliance 
for reaching the public, and it was efficient to the day. 
The circulation took on a growth at the very outset. 
Curiosity, probably, accounted for the first accessjons; 
then indignation increased the demand, as the com- 
placent offenders against public welfare learned of the 
temerity of the paper. There was much talk of the evil 
of sensationalism, and newspaper men outside the city 
watched the St. Louis experiment with interest and en- 
joyment. The first notable crusade was against the “tax 
dodger,” I think, and many immaculate names were pa- 
raded in the list of those who suffered a marvelous lapse 
of memory when they visited the assessor to make oath 
to their taxable chattels. There were undignified la- 
ments for the departure of journalistic dignity, and there 
were fine drawn distinctions between liberty and license, 
but the lapses were undenied and apparently undeniable. 
A feeble defense was offered on the ground that this 
form of perjury was entitled to immunity because it 
was an established custom, but the Post-Dispatch seemed 
unable to catch the point, and in keen, cold comment, 
stood on the original proposition. There was no per- 
sonal denunciation, vituperation or invective, but neither 
was there any abatement of spirit in the crusade. The 
agitation was successful, and trom that time to now, as 
I have been told, the tax returns have borne much closer 
relation to the facts, and the burden of public expense 
has been distributed with greater regard for justice. 
There were many sears on antique reputations, but even 
the sufferers were compelled to acknowledge to them- 
selves that the censor’s position was unassailable. This 
was the first demonstration of Mr. Pulitzer’s theory that 
publicity is the surest and best cure for all evils that 
affect the people in their community relation. Let in 
the light! How new that doctrine of moral Sanitation 
was 25 years ago, as a newspaper proposition. How old 
it seems today! It is the motto of the best press the 
world over. It is a testimony to the saving power of 


truth. 
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Curiously enough, while the Post-Dispatch was in 
those days conducting a war against the strongest in- 
fluences in your city, it gave evidence to the onlooker 
that it was making materia] headway as a business en- 
terprise. I have no doubt that even the newspaper men 
of St. Louis at that time marveled at what seemed to 
be a reversal of the established laws of human conduct. 
Here was a journal which but recently had no strength 
to command anybody’s respect or fear, engaged in a war 
against one of the most powerful classes in the com- 
munity--or rather in a war against a practice to which 
that class was especially addicted. Yet in spite 
of the ill-will which the event naturally en 
gendered, it was clearly gaining in circulation, 
in patronage and in prestige. It is almost an adage 
that the benefit of reform work rarely goes to the re- 
former, but here was a clear contradiction of it. The 
explanation probably lies in the fact that the adage 
does not differentiate between the practical and the un- 
practical, while Mr. Pulitzer was keenly alive to the 
difference. It has been very noticeable, in his many 
public achievements, that he never opens a fight until 
his paper is ready in all its departments. His editorial 
artillery does not go into service until the infantry of 
the news department has made the position secure. 
Theory without demonstration, argument without a 
secure basis of facts to sustain it, allegations without 
proof in hand—all of these invite failure and humilia- 
tion, however just the cause. Mr. Pulitzer is a tactician 
par excellence. He seemed to have learned early—-very 
early—the value of holding his fire until he has the en-

emy in a position from which there is no escape. I can 
account for his uniform success in no other manner. 
Then, the people love the successful fighter, especially 
where the cause be a public one, and this accounts for 
the tremendous advances made in the Post-Dispatch cir- 
culation under the seemingly forbidding conditions I 
have mentioned. I have noted, too, as I have reviewed 
the career of the Post-Dispatch in memory, that ita suc- 
cesses never tempted it into fights for the mere sake of 
fighting. Its owner seemed to know, intuitively, that 
wars for principle are the only wars that make for 
progress. I cannot, of course, call all of the events in 
the Post-Dispatch history into review, but I am quite 
clear that its notable battles seemed to be al? victories, 
and all involved some public issue, governmental, politi- 
eal or social. For instance, it made at least two cam- 
paigns against the gambling systems which for a long 
time -vere a disgrace to St. Louis. When it broke up 
the M, ri state lottery it eradicated one of the most 
virulent cancers that ever cursed a state. The ramifica- 
tions of that corrupting institution were not limited to 
political circles, but entered the social life, especially in 
St. Louis, and its influence for evil was most powerful. 
When the Post-Dispatch secured and published the evi- 
dence taken by the Senate investigating committee at 
the Laclede Hotel, it created a popular sentiment which 
made the balance of the reform work of election and 
legislation comparatively easy. Again, when it sent 
one of the leading gamblers to the penitentiary, it fur- 
nished the needed demonstration that the spirit of re- 
form was not spasmodic, but was long enduring, vig- 
ilant and determined. The pardon of the gambling prince 
by the governor was merely a persona) affair in its ef- 
fect, because no other knight of the cloth of green cared 
to risk his safety on such a doubtful chance. 
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+» A study of the career of a really successful newspaper 
—successful in achievement as well as financially—dis- 
covers that a clear obligation to the public weal must 
be regarded by the man who hopes to give his journal 
conspicuous position, influence and circulaticn. To re- 
sist and throttle evil is well—is essentigi. But there 
must be a change in the note from time to time. The 
minor key can never dominate where success is to be 
won. There must be a strain of optimism, clear and 
free, to hold the audience permanently. Good must be 
discovered and applauded, and where a strong subject 
does not exist it must be created. There must be things 
done as well as things undone. I think this proposition 
had a prominent place in the mind of Mr. Pulitzer, as 
the evidence went to show. He won conspicuous tri- 
umphs in such cases of opposition as I have mentioned, 
and he won popular approval with them. Some men 
would, after a series of such successes, have grown intel- 
lectually indolent and self-satisfied. But he seemed to 
realize, without experience to teach him, that the 
strength that makes a paper great is not an enduring 
thing, but must be maintained by effort perennial, else 
the power for doing good is not available when the op- 
portunity arrives.

Here was a great demonstration of constructive effi- 
ciency, for an exposition building costing $710,000 rose 
on the site of Missouri Park, and for 20 years it was 
the deciding consideration that secured millions of dol- 
lars per year to the fall trade of St. Louis that would 
otherwise have gone to rival cities. More than this, it 
exercised a cultural influence in music and art upon the 
people of vour city, the value of which is beyond esti- 
mation, and the effects of which will ever endure through 
transmiasion. 

In like manner, I recollect, the Post-Dispatch enter! 
upon the gigantic task of abolishing the blinding and 
ruinous limestone dust of your drouthy seasons, and 
the all-defacing limestone slime of your wet seasons. 
That was a campaign of education, demonstration, and 
unceasing toil. The first achievement was that of sub- 
stituting a universal system of sprinkling at public ex- 
pense—a burden hardly appreciable by the taxpayer—for 
the old system of sporadic sprinkling at the expense of 
individual property owners. The result was magical, not 
only in the relief afforded, but in the readiness and 
good will with which property owners of all degree ac- 
cepted the added tax levy. The next move of the peo- 
ple toward the same general end, was the creation of 
a popular sentiment in favor of the substitution of gran- 
ite blocks for the dusty macadam. It will be recalled 
that this met with stubborn resistance from property 
owners, but, as in other eases. the paper had fortified 
itself invincibly wit) facts before opening the cam- 
paign, and from the facts there wos ~o eppeal. It seems 
to me that whenever a St. Louisan looks at the splen- 
didly paved streets—the best paved in the country—fhe 
must feel a strong impulse to hurrah! for the Post-Dis- 
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Again the theme was changed. so that public interest 
in public weal might not flag, and the paper established 
a line of charities, some of them permanent in nature 
and others maintained faithfully from year to year by 
untiring effort. As a result, I remember that after that 
famous St. Nicholas Hotel fire, where so many firemen 
were maimed by violence or frozen, the Post-Dispatch 
was able to raise a firemen’s relief fund of $75,000, which 
fund was made permanent when a law was passed pro- 
viding for its constant replenishment.

LONDON, July 9, 1887. 


HERE was a gay crowd at Mrs. Gladstone’s garden party this 
afternoon. It was at this entertainment that the presenta- 
tion of the “Gladstone Testimonial” took place. Dollis Hall, 
the place now occupied by Mr. Gladstone, is the property of the Earl 
of Aberdeen. It is the only isolated rural spot in the inmotiate vi- 
cinity of London. It is located within three-quarters of an hour’s drive 
of Charing Cross and within half an hour’s drive of Hyde Park, yet it 
stands as isolated and as free from any surrounding houses and places 
as if it were in the very heart of rural England. There is no house 
within three miles of Dollis Hall. The house is an old-fashioned square 
brick building surrounded by trees. South of the house is a beautifal 
ded b eat oak trees. 
eae ths trees, din, ea about at convenient distances, were seats 
and rugs. From this lawn the landscape presented a succession of roll- 
ing hills, green fields and luxuriant woods. When the party of Ameri- 
can visitors, headed by Mr. Pulitzer, had been formally presented to 
Mr. and Mrs. Gladstone, the ex-Premier at once led the way to the 
lawn where the oaken box containing the testimonial had been placed. 
The box had arrived at Dollis Hall yesterday and had not been opened. 
Mrs. Gladstone called out for keys, saying they had all been since yes- 
terday overcome with curiosity, which they had been unable to gratify. 
Mr. Gladstone stood over the box as it was unlocked. The silver testi- 
monia] was wrapped in white linen. Mr. Gladstone himself helped to 
lift it out. The testimonial was then placed on the top of the oak box 
and the cloth covering was removed. | 
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Mr. Gladstone examined it with care. He asked a number of ques- 
tions about Messrs. Tiffany, saying he had heard they were the best 
silversmiths in the world. He wanted to know if they employed for- 
eign or American workmen. He was very much pleased with the design 
and actually colored with pleasure when he discovered the record of his 
university—“Double First” upon the base of the pedestal. He then, 
after examining it, turned with a wave of his hand to Mr. Pulitzer, ‘and 
said: “Well, let us get the business formality of this out of the way, 
so that every one can come and look at it.” Mr. Gladstone was in the 


gayest of humors. During Mr. Pulitzer’s address he leaned upon the 
box in a similar position to the one occupied by him in the House of 
Commons when he leans upon the box fixed on the table in front of the 
Opposition bench. The ex-Premier wore a light gray frock suit. His 
waistcoat was white, and upon it hung a pair of bDiack-rimmed eye- 
glasses. In the lapel of his unbuttoned frock coat he wore a large pink 
rosebud. Around his high standing collar he wore a loosely tied blue 
and white polka-dot scarf. 

On his right hand he wore a gold knot ring. He stood in a strong 
light. His face, which looks pale under the glare of the gas in the 
House of Commons, today showed an undercurrent of color. His cheeks 
were slightly pink. He appeared robust. 

His voice is very clear, musical and deep. He speaks without the 
slightest hesitation or affection of the average English orator. He 
speaks without any distinctive English accent. He held his silk hat in 
his hand and leaned slightly on a black stick as he talked. He was 
very much in earnest, and made the occasion of the presentation of this 
testimonial very important by the character of his speech. He has made 
no more important speech during the year. His picture of the political 
situation and his prophecy of the future made a positive sensation in 
the crowd of representatives of English newspapers who occupied two 
press tables near him.

Mr. Joseph Pulitzer at Moray Lodge, London, by the leading peace and 
arbitration societies of the United Kingdom. Among those present on 
June 5, 1896, were Cardinal Vaughn, Sir Lewis Morris, the Hon. Rev. 
Carr Glynn, Sir James Reckitt, Sir Robert Head Cook, editor of the 
London Daily News; Mr. Henry Watterson and Mr. Passmore Edwards. 

A deputation which represented the Peace Society, the International 
Arbitration and Peace Association, the International Arbitration League, 
the Peace Committee of the Society of Friends and the Dublin Peace 
Society was introduced by Mr. Edwards.

A Speech by Joseph Pulitzer in the Garfield-Hancock Campaign of 
1880: ‘“‘No Government Can Make the Wealth of a Country, But 


the Wealth of a Country May Make the Government.” 


(Report in the Indianapolis Sentinel of a speech by Mr. Pulitzer in 
that city Oct. 9, 1880.) 
NE point made by Republican orators is the great prosperity o 
() the country. “The country is doing remarkably well; every- 
body is prosperous—all due to,the Republican party, of course. 
Why not let well enough alone?” If there is prosperity in the land, it 
is in spite of and not on account of the ruling party; it is through the 
labors of the toiling millions, not the work of politicians; through the 
unexampled resources, harvests and industries of a marvelous country, 
and not through a notoriously fraudulent administration of a corrupt 
party.

To an onlooker familiar with the conditions which 
prevailed only twenty-five years ago it would seem 
that the city’s growth in the meantime has been not 
only unusually rapid, but well rounded and along all 
lines which serve to give strength and influence and 
an assurance of further growth and prosperity.

Take, for example, 
the printing press, first invented by a Dutch- 
man in Amsterdam in 1620. Over 100 men have 
made valuable improvements and half that 
number of patents have marked the evolution of 
the modern “octuple perfecting press and color 
attachment,” which prints and folds and counts 
an eight-page newspaper at the rate of nearly

vention. ' 

1 THE GREAT DAILY NEWSPAPER. The 
three subsidiary inventions which make the 
great daily possible are the sextuple or octuple 
perfecting press, the linotype machines, and the 
stereotyping processes. The subsidiary names 
are therefore: Robert Hoe, with his marvelous 
press; Mergenthaler and Langston, with the 
latest form ‘of linotype, which enables an ex- 
pert compositor to set 1900 words an hour and 
distribute his type; and the follower of Wil- 
don, whoever he was, who elaborated the pro- 
cess of stereotyping, in 15 minutes, plates for 
the rapidly revolving cylinders. But the great 
daily which is thrown off in hundreds of thou- 


news from all civilized countries, at a price 
scarcely more than the cost of the paper used 
in printing, is the work of such men as James 
Gordon Bennett of the New York Herald. 
Horace Greeley of the Tribune, and Joseph 
‘Pulitzer of the St. Louis Post-Dispatch and the 
New York World. 

Nothing invented and developed during the 
last twenty-five years more directly or more 
extensively contributes to public intelligence 
and civic progress than the great daily news- 
paper. 

2. THE ELECTRIC GENERATOR AND 
MOTOR. The electric generator or dynamo is 
emphatically an invention less than twenty-five 
years old, and taken in connection with the 
electric motor (which is practically the reverse 
of the generator), and the transformer, which 
changes the character of the electric current 
without interfering greatly with its energy, it 
constitutes one of the greatest inventions of all 
the ages. : 

The first generator of any consequence was 
built by Gramme in 1871, but it was not until 
some years later that it entered into our in- 
dustrial system, and such men as Westing- 
house, Edison, Brush, Thomson and Houston ‘in 
this country and Maxwell and Hopkinson in 
England have contributed in turn to its rapid 
development. We all stand amazed at what is 
now done through the agency of electricity. It 
has driven horses from our street cars, ban- 
ished small power stations, and substituted a 
clean and quiet motor for a dirty, noisy engine 
and boiler. Long distance electric roads are in- 
creasing continually, and their number and 
length will continue to increase until the 
Stephenson steam locomotive shall finally dis- 
appear from our civilization. 

It is impossible to fully realize the effect this 
great invention is having and is still to have 
upon our social and industrial systems. We 
shall undoubtedly centralize more and more 
our great sources gt mechanical power, and 
transmit the power over greater distances; as 
the enormous energy of Niagara is being used 
for the generation of electric energy which is 


sent to industrial establishments near and 30

sands and delivered to the public with current . 


fuel is converted into mechanidcal en- 
ergy by means of fuel burned in a 
furnace, the generation of steam, and 
the use of steam expansively in a cyl- 
inder. All such features are done away with 
by the .internal-combustion engine. One can- 
not overestimate the importance of this inven- 
tion, These engines make no smoke, require 
no large chimneys, have no furnaces and 
boilers. 

4. THE INCANDESCENT LAMP. What is 
known as the arc light is quite old, but the in- 
candescent lamp was distinctly the invention .of 
Thomas A. Edison, and is one or the triumphs 
of the last quarter of a century. By means of 
an electric current, no matter how produced, 
can be subdivided indefinitely, and be employed 
with the greatest possible convenience in lamps 
of moderate power. By this means private 
houses, small shops and office tables are ef- 
ficiently lighted, though the sources of the elec- 
tricity which renders the tiny films of carbon 
incandescent may come from miles away. 

5. THE AUTOMOBILE. This _ invention, 
which is finally becoming well established in 
every civilized country, is dependent upon 
either the electric storage battery or the gas 
engine, as explained above. To be sure the pneu- 
matic tire has contributed largly to this inven- 
tion and the number of tnventors headed by the 
Frenchman, Leon Serpollet, is legion. Large 
amounts of capital have been spent in perfect- 
ing machines, but as yet very few standards

6. THE TELEPHONE. In 1876 Mr. Alexan- 
der Graham Bell invented the telephone, and 
with one stroke of genius annihilated distance 
in our social intercourse, The electric tele- 
graph was an epoch-making invention of a 
previous period, but the telephone is the pro- 
duct of the last twenty-five years, and the tele- 
phone exchange in a great city is a wonder 
greater than the Pyramids or the Colossus of 
Rhodes. 

7. THE SELF-BINDING REAPER. The im- 
portance of this great invention in our social 
economy will best be seén from a simple inci- 
dent. A few years ago the owner of a large 
farm in North Dakota stated that he was not 
able to raise wheat on his thousands of fertile 
acres for the reason that he could not get men 
to bind the sheaves when the wheat was ripe, 
Then someone inventéd the self-binding attach- 
ment to the reaper, by means of which every 
bunch of wheat was securely bound with twine 


by the machine itself as it was cut. The farmer 
at once ordered 150 self-binding reapers and 
put his square miles under cultivation. The re-

if HE history of the World under Joseph Pulitizer in twenty years 


is a story of wonderful achievement. 
On May 10, 1883, the World, a speculators organ, a poor 
journal with no intluence and only 20,000 cirenlation, became the prop- 


erty of Joseph Pulitzer and was dedicated to his high ideals. A year be- 
fore, while editor of the Post-Dispatch, he had suggested Grover Cleveland 


for President. As the owner and editor of the World he persisted in 
the advocacy of the one available Democrat whom he had been the first 
to name for the presidency, and the World, more than any other influ- 
ence—as Mr. Cleveland and his friends have acknowledged-—brought 
about his election. 

But in other fields the new owner and editor exerted a wide influ- 
ence. The World assailed abuses in New York and achieved reforins; 
it inaugurated popular movements of lasting benefit. Its revelations 
concerning the Broadway street railway franchise steal resulted in 20 
indictments and many convictions. 

The third day after assuming charge of the World Mr. Pulitzer 
made an appeal to the public for funds to build a pedestal on Bedloe’s 
Island for the Statue of Liberty Bartholdi had made and the French 
people had given to America. The small circulation of the paper made 
the effort futile, but on March 16, 1885, the task was again undertaken 
and in four months $100,000 was raised, more than three-fourths of the 
sum coming from contributors of $1 or less. In 1886 the statue was 
unveiled and the parade passed under an arch erected as a tribute to 
the World in front of its building in Park Row. 

Gladstone’s work in behalf of home rule for Ireland was recognized 
in 1887, when, through the World, 11,000 persons contributed to a silver 
testimonial which Mr. Pulitzer presented to the famous statesman. 

In the domain of news the World beats have been famous. On 
June 23, 1893, the British battleship Victoria was rammed by the 
Camperdown during maneuvers and sunk off Tripoli, with Admiral Sir 
George Tyron and her crew. Few escaped alive. The bare fact of the 
disaster was soon known in London, but for three days the story was 
demanded and none could be obtained. Then the World printed its cable 
from Tripoli telling in detail the full story. This was cabled from New 
York to London. and thus the English learned how their sailors had 
died. 

In the war between China and Japan the World’s correspondent was 
‘first to tell of the capture and massacre by the Japanese of Port Arthur, 
the destruction of the Chinese army in Corea at Ping Yang and of the 
naval battle in the Yellow Sea. 

The World correspondents were the first to tell of the blowing up 
of the Maine in Havana harbor and of the destruction at Manila of the 
Spanish fleet by Dewey. 

In its efforts to arouse a sentiment which would lead to the arbitra- 
tion of the dispute between the Boer republics in South Africa and 
Great Britain the World secured from President Kruger of the Trans- 
vaal a letter which contained a phrase now historic: “The republics are 
determined,” said Kruger, “that if they must belong to England a price 
will be paid that will stagger humanity.” How grimly this was justified 
we have had ample evidence. 

Notwithstanding its advocacy of Cleveland’s election, the World 
won its greatest triumphs opposing two of Cleveland’s administrative 
acts. The lessons it taught in 1895 will not be forgotten for many 
years. 

In February, 1895, a secret contract was made by the United 
States treasury with a gold syndicate headed by J. Pierpont Morgan to 
secure $62,000,000 for the replenishing of the gold reserve which the 
law required should be maintained at $100,000,000, and had been de- 
pleted by withdrawals for shipment abroad. Bonds were to be issued at 
104% to the syndicate. 

The World denounced this bargain, but did not learn of it in time 
to prevent its ratification. Ten months later it learned that a second 
contract had been drawn up, but had not been formally executed, under 
which $100,000,000 in bonds were to be given to the gold syndicate on 
the same profitable terms. The World demanded that the ring be 
smashed and the steal rejected. 

It was claimed by the administration that by no other means cou!d 
it obtain the needed gold. 

The World said the people would subscribe thrice the loan at better 
prices than the syndicate offered. The statement was derided. 

The World in one day sent messages, preparing replies, to 
every national bank and private banker in the United States, asking 
how much gold they would supply the government in return for 4 per 
cent bonds. In 12 hours 7100 answers were received offering $235,- 
000,000 in gold to the government. 

The World offered to take $1,000,000 of the bonds at the market 
price. Its offer and its poll of the banks was put in the Congressional 
Record. 

That night President Cleveland annulled the contract with the*gold 
syndicate and called for popular subscriptions to the bond issue. 

The result was subscriptions for six times the amount required, 
. and the bonds were sold at 112 to 113, instead of 104%, a saving to the 
vovernment of $8,500,000. 

The World tvok $1,000,000 of this issue and saw the bonds rise 
from the sale price to 138 in the market. The ring had been smashed 
und the World’s assault fully justified. 

No more remarkable instance of the World’s power and usefulness 
could be cited than the Venezuela affair of 1895. Great Britain had 
long disputed with Venezuela concerning a boundary between the latter 
country- and British Guiana. Threats of extreme measures to bring 
about a settlement and the occupation by English soldiers of the dis- 
puted territory had been made by British statesmen. President Cleve- 
land sent a message to Congress on the subject which inflamed the jin- 
goes. His message was a threat of war, as under the Monroe doctrine 
the United States could not and would not consent to the acquisition of 
territory in the Americas by a European power. Congiess provide. 
for a commission to sit at Washington and pass upon the disputed boun- 
dary. Lord Salisbury refused to recognize this commission and persisted 
in the course which had excited Mr. Cleveland’s bellicose message. 

In-this time of tension, when another war between the great Eng- 
lish-speaking nations seemed to grow daily nearer to reality, the World 
cried out for peace. It condemned Cleveland’s message as “a grave 
blunder.” On Christmas eve the editor of the World telegraphed 500 
messages to leaders of thought in England and America, asking them 
to send messages of peace and good will. 

The responses were instant. The Prince of Wales—now King Ed- 
ward Vil—and his son, the Duke of York, laid aside traditional eti- 
quette and sent messages of good will to the World for the American 
people, Messages came from Salisbury, Gladstone, Rosebery, Canon 
Farrar—all the great of England, all the famous men of America. 


These messages turned the tide of public feeling, made the adjust~ °

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TWO MILLIONS FOR A 
SCHOOL OF JOORNALISM 


~ 


OLUMBIA UNIVERSITY of New York announced on Aug. 15, 
1903, the receipt of $1,000,000 from Mr. Joseph Pulitzer for the 
establishment in that university of the first School of Journal- 

ism. It was also announced that if at the end of three years the School 
of Journalism is in successful operation Mr; Pulitzer will give to Co- 
lambia an additional million dollars, the income of one-half of which 
sum will be devoted to the maintenance of the School of Journalism, 
and the income of the remaining portion will be expended for purposes 
to be hereafter agreed upon between Mr. Pulitzer and the university. 

In other colleges and universities there have been lectureships on 
journalism, but in no school could a man who wished to devote him- 
self to this profession secure a thorough training in its principles and 
practice. As a few years ago lawyers learned their profession in some 
practicing attorney’s office and physicians began their studies sweep- 
ing out doctors’ offices, so all the journalists now in existence have 
been trained in the newspaper establishments. 

Mr. Pulitzer for many years considered the problem of establish- 
ing in some university a school in which the elements of newspaper 
making would be taught as thoroughly and as broadly as law and 
medicine are taught the youths who desire to enter those professions. 
He took the advice of many able journalists and educators before de- 
ciding on the locality and manner of his experiment, and then thor- 
oughly outlined a plan of procedure. 

The announcement by President Murray Butler of Columbia’s ac- 
ceptance of the trust was hailed by journalists, educators and states- 
men in America with enthusiasm, as the dawn of a new era, 4s raising 
the tone of newspaper making and recognizing the making of news- 
papers aS a profession. 

“The School of Journalism of Columbia University,” said President 
Butler, “will take rank with the existing professional schools of law, 
medicine, engineering, architecture and teaching. Subject to the gen- 
eral jurisdiction of the University Council, its course of study will be 
formulated and its administration carried on by a faculty of jour- 
nalism, the members of which will be appointed by the trustees in the 
near future. 

“Both Mr. Pulitzer and- Columbia University recognize that with 
the establishment of a School of Journalism of university grade a new 
academic field is entered upon, and in order that the best ability and 
experience of the profession of journalism may guide the new under- 
taking, an Advisory Board has been provided for, the first members of 
which are to be appointed by the University upon the nomination of 
Mr. Pulitzer. The President of the University is to be ex-officio a 
member of this Advisory Board.” 

Mr. Pulitzer’s announced nominations to the Advisory Board are: 


Whitelaw Reid, widely known 4s the editor of the New York 
Tribune, as minister to France, as the United States ambassador to 


Queen Victoria’s jubilee and King Edward’s coronation. 

John Hay, poet and statesman. 

St. Clair McKelway, editor of the Brooklyn Eagle. 

Andrew D. White, who was president of Cornell University, min- 
ister to Russia. ambassador to Germany and member of the peace 
commission at The Hague. 

Victor F. Lawson, owner of Chicago newspapers and president of 
the Associated Press. 

Gen. Charles H. Taylor, editor and publisher of the Boston Globe. 

A site has been selected in the university quadrangle for the new 
school and Architects McKim, Meade & White are completing plans for 
the building, which will cost $50,000, and in which a complete news- 
paper plant will be installed. 

The course of study has not as yet been outlined. but as a basis 
the authorities have suggestions from President Eliot of Harvard Uni- 
versity, who was consulted by Mr. Pulitzer prior to making the gift, 
which has President Eliot’s warm approval. His outline is as follows: 


NEWSPAPER ADMINISTRATION—The organization of a newspaper of- 
fice; functions of the publisher; circulation department; advertising 
department; editorial and “reportorial’”’ departments; the financing of 
a newspaper; local, out-of-town and foreign news service; editorial, 
literary, financial, sporting and other departments. (The methods of 
carrying on some or all of these aepartments would probably be the 
subject not only of a general survey under the heading of administra- 
tion, but of detail exposition and training in separate courses.) 

NEWSPAPER MANUFACTU RE—Printing presses; inks; paper; electro- 
typing and stereotyping processes; type composition; typesetfing and 
typecasting machines; processes for reproducing illustrations; folding, 
binding and mailing devices.

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THE SCHOLARSHIPS | 
FOR POOR BOYS 


HE Pulitzer free scholarships are prizes for which hundreds of 
-E graduates in New York City high schools annually contend. It 
was in May, 1889, that Mr. Joseph Pulitzer notified the super- 
intendent of public schools that he had decided to realize a dream of 
his youth and give material assistance “to poor boys in their desire 
and effort to obtain a collegiate education.” 

He said in his letter that he proposed to give $250 a year to each 
of 12 boys during a full college course, the beneficiaries to be those [} 
“who without the benefit of such scholarships would be unable to ob- 
tain a collegiate education,’ and must be “chosen without favoritism ff} — 
and by a method that shall select the most promising, the most de- 
serving and the most needy.” 

The winners of the scholarships were to be absol free to go 
to the college of their choice, with the restriction that it must be an 
institution of the first rank. 

As, at that time, the New York high schools did not prepare 
for entrance to colleges, Mr. Pulitzer changed his plan and sent 
first winners to the preparatory department of the College of the City 
of New York. It was then found that the curriculum of this school 
did not prepare candidates for the higher universities. This necessitated 
another change and Mr.. Pulitzer gave $100,000 to Columbia University 
on condition that 10 holders of Pulitzer scholarships, won.in the gram- 
mar schools of New York, bé admitted each year to a three-year course 
in the Horace Mann Sebool attached to the university, and subsequently 
to a four-year course in Columbia University. This plan, involving an 
extension of the gid to seven years, resulted in the maintenance of 60 
scholarships, each of the helders receiving $250 a year and free tuition.

Tuberculosis lies in wait for victims. It 
seizes upon them by the million.

The problem then resolved itself into one 
of giving the patient a medicine that he 
could breathe—a thorough antiseptic that 
would penetrate to the very denths of the 
seat of the disease and eradicate it wil- 
out further enervating the patient. 

In other words, it was necessary to turn 
antiseptics into air and so confine the antl- 
septic air that the patient could breathe it, 
easily and naturally, into his lungs, where 
it would kill the germs and give nature a 
chance to recuperate. 

One of the pioneer investigators of the 
germ theory was Dr. Joseph Wesley Ben- 
son, founder and dean of the Althorpe 
Medical College of Atlanta, Ga., dean of 
the Louisville University and founder and 
dean of the Kentucky School of Medicine.

Fair year. Thousands of men are at work 
upon the task, The fight of the Post-Dis- 
patel, begun many years ago, to arouse a 

public sentiment that would support city offi- 
cers in the expenditure of a sufficient sum of 
money to accomplish this end has brought 
about the adoption of a plan which, while al- 
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most wholly, noyel, engineers believe will ac- | 


complish the clarification of St, Louis, water. 

About #00,000 of the water department's re- 
serve fund te being expended at the Chain of 
Rocks on a great system of connected reser- 
voirs and weirs. The work will not be Wholly 
finished for.a year, but the major part, of it 
will be completed by next May, when six of 
the eight proposed basins will be in service. 
"It fs proposed to clear the water by settling 
it. For years the water departments of St. 
Louls and other citles have had settling basins 
in perallel, but engineers have come to the con- 
clusion that their construction was faulty and 
their management ineffective. The best of 
them took such a small percentage of mud 
from the water that the consumer could not 

e that he was getting any benefit from 
the settling basin system. The basins were 
comnected to the purhps mest the bottem by 
great pipes, which were closed by great valves. 
When the water was drawn from a basin, only 
the upper portion could be drawn off clear, be- 
cause of the disturbance caused in the mud 
settie at the botiom by the current. 

The new system of basine and weirs, which is 
being’ constracted undef the direction of B. B. 
Wall, principal assistant engineer of the water 
works extension, on the flate south of the 
Chain of Rocks, is expected to do the work of 
Clarifieation and not unde it afterward. 

Piainly stated the system js like this: Water 
is admitted to an entrance chamber from the 


5, 


low service conduit and flows from the cham- 
ber over a weir 610 feet long, with a ‘threé- 
foot drop, inte a basin 4 feet wide by 470 feet 
long. From the surface of this basin the water 
will fow over the next weir, falling six inches 
into the next basin and passing to the next 
wefr, falling foot into the next basin: The 
next fall is six Inches, the next one foot, and 
so on through the series of eight, the water 
falling 10% feet in al] from the entrance chari- 
ber to the service pipes. The six-inch falls are 
at weirs which are seyen feet wide and the 
ere-foot falis occur during the passage of weirs 
40 feet wide. The water flows over these welts 
in a thon continuous sheet. There are to be 
no turbid masses pouring great yolumes of 
mud from basin to basin; the transfer from one 
reservoir, while constant, will be wholly hick- 
ing in agitation. 


The procegs amounts to the continuous skim- 
ming of the clearest water from the top of each 
basin. at 

Forty-eight to 60 hours wifl be the time of 
the water's transit from the entratice cham- 
ber to the service pipes and in this period 9% 
per cent of the; foreign matter contained in 
the water will be precipitated, Thies is what 
the engineers In charge bélieve. They expect 
to see water delivered from thé maire to homes 
in. St. Louis nearly white in color and con- 
taining but a small percentage of. foreign mat- 
ter. ‘ 5 
In no part of St Louis’ mew system of set- 
thing basins will the water be agitated, : tare 
as it passes over the weirs. Along the top of 
each weir is a serrated row of brick; the water 
going over the weir will stfike these brick and 
foam over them as a brook foams ever the 
boulders which obstruct it. Prom the weir the 
water flows gently into the next basin, ere- 
ating scarcely a ripple on the basin’s surface, 
In the long passage from the éntrance thamber 
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te the service pipes the surface of the water is 


in gentle motion, but nowhsrr, save on the 'p 
per surface of the weird, ie thé movement as 
great as to interfere with the precipitutioa of 
mud. ‘ 

The basins are all to be provided with sew- 
ere through whieb the sediment can pe washed 
out at the regu'ar periegs ef clegnitig. Tr fa- 
cilitate this cleaning, and prevent jis interfyr- 
erice with the reguiar supply of claritied water 
a by-pass is being constructed along the basins; 
a system ef gatex connecting ¢ath basta with 
the by-pass will facilitate the cutting cut of 


any basin it ts desired to chan.

Then (this period will average 
about three weeks each year) it. hes been pre- 
posed to use & coagulant, té intéeddce! solutions 
of sulphate of iron and lime into the water in- 
the ba#ins, Experiments are being conducted 
by Chemist John Wigford in the whier works 
extension officep at 77 May street, with alum 
and sulphate of ireh.

Never 
at any moment during the 1893 panic was 
there a question of ths solvency of &. Louls 
banks. 


It is stated that there is no way of accurately 
estimating the annual aggregate of the Onan- 
clal demands made on 8t. Louis by its trade 
territory. The bank clearings, however, con- 
tain fm their totals authoritative indications 
of the amount of business transdcted, and the 
record for 1902-08, showing total bank clearings 


of  $2,506,804,220, furnishes significant and con- 


ply for St. Louis’ trade territory. It also indi- 
cates the extent of the commercial prosperity, 
acting directly upon the banks of prosperous 
St. Louis, which has been the cause 
of the increased capitalization of St. Louis 
banks from a total of $13,068,210 in 1878 to $87,- 
267,173 in 1908.

,anized, with ‘offices at Manila, 
aad began the work of systematic 
édilection of material to make as 
comprehensive an exhibit as pos- 
‘ siole. The organization which has

y ernment bureaus. 
i For instance, the bureau of non-Christian tribes has 
‘been: working vigorously gathering everything. that 
“will Mustrate the habits, customs and \lives of these 
‘varied peoples. The bureau of forestry has directed its 
-most men to study this subject and gather the 
‘Mifferent timbers for exhibition. The collection of gums, 
‘rosins, tanbark, dyestuffs and other materials closely 
“congected with forestry will present a magnificent dis- 
play in this line.. The war department in the Philip. 
pines detailed competent ofhcers to také charge of 
making an exhibit showing the campaigns, the ma- 
terials collected from insurgents, and. illustrating in 
general what was done to pacify the islands. In this

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doubt their response to the forthcoming call and at 
Chicago in 1893 I began a thorough study of the ex- 
position question. This study taught me that a stren- 
uous effort to create a still greater World’s Fair 
would be the most commendable, and, in every respect, 
the most widely and richly beneficial commemoration 
St. Louis could offer when her time came. 

As the time for action drew near, a fear had arisen 
that the world had become weary of expositions and 
would no longer offer exhibits and crowd to see them 
as formerly. Other modes of commemoration were 
suggested and favored. Moreover St. Louis was mod- 
estly diffident of her ability to create a World’s Fair 
that would compare creditable with the Columbian, 
which she had admiringly accepted as America’s ne 
plus ultra in the exposition line. Her people needed a 


little more self-confidence—a little more assurance of

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popular support from all sections of the Unon-—-that 
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In this modesty and hesitation there was hardly a 
trace of the “knocking” spirit, and when the reedel 
assurance of support was given in the mandate of a 
delegate convention represenmng all the states and 
territories of the Louisiana domain, St. Lou's accepted 
her commission with a high sense of its dignity, a grave 
sense of her responsibility and a brave resolve to shirk 
no necessary effort or sacrifice in meeting the expocta 
tions of the American people.

found in its surpassing execlience and attractiveness to 
all nations as an exponent of world progress and hu- 
man advancement. 

In evolving such an exposition we have avaiel our- 
selves of the lessons derivatle from tae details and re- 
tulis of many former ones, an! been aided by the tal- 
ents and experience of their best trained experts. We 
have acquired ‘the amplest and most el gib-e exposition 
park that was ever found ava‘lable for such a purpose, 
We have combined: the ‘architectural talent of a dozen 
leading c.ties and nearly a] the distinguished artists 
of the Union in the work of creating and aecurating the 
and adm'rable expositon building 
scheme that was ever planned. r 

‘through all the obstacles encountere.. 
this hereulean task at home we have never |o.t sizht 
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labored in the interest of the grand showing of the 
islands which will be made. 

A large u.umber of special and experienced collectors 
have also been kept in the field coilecting material 
from every part of the archipelago. They, as well as 
the governors, have been given free transportation and 
free telegraph service throughout the islands. The ma- 
terial which they have collected has been brought 
without .charge by government steamers to Manila, 
with the result that over 30,000 articles for exhibition 
have been collected. These collections are being con- 
stantly augmented. 

When the decision was reached by the Philippine 
government ‘to take part in the exposition, it was de- 
cided that the exhibit should be a collective one. ‘Ihac 
is‘that all the materials from the islands should be 
held together on. one reservation with the people 
themselves. 

The World’s Fair authorities set aside 35 acres of 


_ rolling land partially covered with forest for the pur- 
‘Spose. This ground has been carefully stadied with ref- 
* erence’ to landscape and architectural effects. 


The nérthern part being surrounded by a beautiful 
lake, will’ be surmounted by a representation of the 
“Walled City” of Manila, so related to the neighboring 
water that the latter serves for the encircling moat. 
This “Walled City” will also furnish quarters for a 
battalion of 400 constabulary of native troops, which 
will act as guards. On the upper part of the grounds 
will be built the Ayuntamiento. This building, im Ma.- 
nila, stands within the “Walled City,” and contains 
the government offices. Here will be displayed a col- 
lection of oil paintings sculpture, wood carving and 
other artistic work. 

The Philippine government desires to emphasize .the 


fact that throughout the islands are more than twenty 


cities with populations running all the way from 
10.000 to 250,000, and that in all these cities, while 
there afe many uneducated people, there are aso many 
who are highly cultivated. On the other hand, it is 
desirable to represent on these groufids the native 
tribes as well as the most civilized people, thus show- 
ing up the islands as they are. 

The Moros of the southern islands will const'tute one 
village here, with their native houses built over the 
lake. All their native industries will be shown, such 
as weaving cloth, making arms, jewelry, mats and, 
household utensils. Adjacent: to the Moros will be the 
Visayan village a distinct and large group of people. 
Next to them, along another side of the like, will be 
the Igorrotes, living in their peculiar shacks with all 
their varied industries open to the public. 

Other specially interesting groups or trbes wil] be 
brought over in small numbers, such as the Tree Dwell. 
ers, who for protection from their enemies, have habit- 
uated themselves to build their entire houses in ‘the 
tops of trees where no ordinary foe can molest them. 
An entire building will be devoted to the arms, uten-

sils and paraphernalia of all kinds gathered from every 
part of the islands and classified under headings of [oJ 
more than sixty tribes. 

In the Educational building will be brought together 
all the data concerning school interests in the Philip- 
pines. During the rule of Spain less than 10 per cent 
of the inhabitants became able to speak more or less 
Spanish. In the remoter parts only native languages 
were spoken. At present over 225,000 natives are being 
instructed in English and other studies 

For months expert miners have been traversing the 
islands, and the minerals collected will be brought to- 
gether in a building. A thorough study has also been 
made of the rich fauna of the island waters, and 
thousands of fish are now on their way

The building for the forestry exhibit 
of timber brought from the islands.

On Laguna de Bay, the lake which encloses two sides 
of the Philippine reservation, 10 or 12 Filipinos from 
different tribes ,each with his special banca or boat 
held steady by means of bamboo outriggers, will carry 
passengers, landing them here and there as desired 
among the villages from one end of the lake to the 
other. This will be one of the most animated and in- 
teresting scenes of the Exposition. ‘Two bridges con- 
structed entirely of bamboo in accordance with the spe- 
cial methods of Filipino builders will span the lake. 

The Philippine reservation with its more than 1000 
natives brought from the islands illustrating every 
phase of life dominant there, with its fine music, with 
its model camp of over 600 native soldiers, forming » 
living representation of the islands, together with ite § 
elaborate representation of ethnology, agriculture and 
forestry, mining and fishing interests; with its story of 
the education and uplifting and civilizing of a nation, 
will be the great and leading feature of the exposition, .

“After passing through the regular college 
course [ at once set out to make enough money 
to start that paper again. I made it, then tried 
ty double it and lost it.

Each time I gath- 
ered a large supply of valuable experience, 
purchasing it in wholesale quantities at retail 
prices. After the second arrival at ‘hard pan’

“It is not generally known,’ said Mr. Lewis, 
“that over 75 per cent of the population of th’s

There are today hundreds of 
beautiful magazines printed for and sold on 
the news stands of the great cities, but they 
utterly fail te reach the great 75 per cent. 
Their idea seems to be the highest in art, press- 
work and illustration, in order that they may 
command a ready sale in competition on the 
stands, depending cn catching the eye for their 
sale. 

“We believed that a carefully edited, well- 
printed, well-illustrated magazine at a low 
price and with reading matter that, would en- 
ter into the daily lives of the great mass of 
women would catch and hold their hearts.

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Chief Bitter of the Department 
of Sculpture Tells About the 
Splendid Display Which Will 
Be SMade—Greatest Collec- 
tion of Collossal Works Ever 
Gathered Together. 
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| enn the Department of Sculpture of the World’s 
Fair was organized, a body of the most com pe- 
tent judges was called upon to select the best among 
the American sculptures for the execution of the plans 
and ideas which the Chief of the Department ,had 
mapped out. The time has come when most of those 
models are completed and delivered and when critics 
are called upon to judge the result. It is most grati- 
fying to note from all sides the expressions at the 
very high standard which prevails in these artistic 
productions and the sincerity and thoroughness in 
which the sculptural problems have been handled by 
the various artists, 
It may be stated that while the Chicago Exposition 
has shown the pre-eminence of a few American sculp- 
‘tors, who, however, had received their education abroad, 


ee ..the work now before us shows a multitude of talented 


men and women, a great number of whom owe their 
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Among the many sculptors, whose work excels, men- 
tion should be made of certain of the younger artists 
who modeled the 14 collossal statues which represen§ 
the 14 states resulting from the Louisiana Purchase, 
and which are placed at the top of the Art Hill of the 
Exposition visible from afar and therefore of great 
prominence. These statues modeled by Albert Jaegers, 
Gustav Gerlach, L, O. Lawrie, H. Packer, Bruno Zimm 
and others, show monumental quality rarely obtained 
in temporary productions such as are seen at exposi- 
tions. While all of them are harmonious in design, each 
shows a different treatment and expresses a different in- 
dividuality. 

Mr. Lawrie, for instance, treats his statue represent- 
ing “South Dakota” in michelangeleque style, powerful 
and. robust in detail, Mr. Zimm represents “North 
Dakota” by a figure full of grace, refinement and aris- 
tocratic in type. In such manner every artist has given 
individual and personal note to his particular subject. 

The historic event which the Exposition is celebrating 
finds emphasis in a large number of portrait statues 
of the men connected with the discovery and develop- 
ment of the lands west of the Mississippi. A most ex- 
quisite statue of “Pierre Laclede” is completed by Mr. 
Jonathan S. Hartley, the well-known sculptor. Also the 
younger men have come forward with most cammenda- 


‘ble results and not behind them are artists of the other 


sex as for instance Miss Elsie Ward, who in her statue 
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of “George Rogers .Clark” has depicted a frontiers- 
man correct and interesting in the rendering of the cos- 
tume, and most dignified in pose. 

Some of these portrait statues will be represented as 
equestrians. Mr. BE. ©. Potter, who modeled with Mr. 
French the famous statue of Washington, which was 
unveiled some time ago in the city of Paris, France, 
has given us an equestrian statue of “De Soto,” which 
delighted those among his artistic friends who have s0 
far seen it. Mr. Chas. H. Niehaus’ equestrian of “St. 
Louis” is also a most successful example of monumental 
sculpture, 

Statuary of this kind cannot fail to awaken the pub- 
lic interest. Nevesbefore have been seen anywhere in 
the United States, and perhaps not even abroad, such 
a number of colossal works of art of such high 
merit in the comparitively small space of an exposition. 
The subjects dear to the hearts of patriotic Americans 
must arouse enthusiasm.

Of the edifices erected by foreign governments several 
will be of truly historical interest. The French pavilion 
will be a reproduction of the Grand Trianon of Ver- 
sailles, that handsome villa built by Lou's XIV for 
Madame de Maintenon. It was one of the favor'te resi- 
dences of the First Napoleon. 

Originally France intended to build the Petit Trianon, 
but when Germany’s plan was announced the French 
program was elaborated. 

Germany’s building will be a faithful miniature of 
the Royal Palace of Charlottenburg, near Berlin, built 
by Frederick I, first King of Prussia. Real Gobelin 
tapestries and old silver and furniture actually used by 


_ the great monarch have been loaned by the present 
_ German Emperor.

teresting architecture. It was built for Queen Anne in 
1704. 

From the point of beauty, however, the building will 
be surpassed by the gardens directly in front of it. A 
royal gardener is charged with the duty of eclipsing 
everything in that line at the Fair. 

Of exhibits by foreign nations, probably nothing will 
be shown to equal in popular interest the display ef 
Queen Victoria’s jubilee gifts.* They represent in 
precious metals and gems a total of twenty million 
dollars. 

The United States Government building will naturally 
be the largest of its class. Its cost is $450,000, and 
$800,000 additional was appropriated for arranging an 
exhibit. Every department of the national government, 
not represented elsewhere, will have a most complete 
representation. There will be perfect models of our war- 
ships, some costing thousands of dollars; the army will 
show its most deadly machines for destruction, includ- 
ing great rifie cannons and huge shells; the postoffice 
department will show, among other things, how mails 
are delivered by dog sleds in Alaska and pack mules in 
our colonies; the state department. wil] bring on & 
treasure of great documents, including a large photo- 
graph of the treaty ceding the Louisiana territory to 
Uncle Sam; and in the matter of relics of Ambérica’s 
greatest statesmen there will be no end of variety and

China is preparing to amaze Western civilization. Its 
building will be a replica of a famous temple, centuries 
old, and inside will’ be shown a dazzling array of siks, 
embroideries, porcelains, books and products of the 
kingdom. China’s progress in 3500 years will be dem- 
onstrated by a series of interesting displays. 

The Mexican building was the first to be completed. 
It is typically Spanish and has the patio so character- 
istic of the country’s architecture. 

Japan, like China, is particularly anxious to make a 
great impression at the Fair. Its exhibit will include 
almost every feature of social and industrial develop- 
ment. 

Other nations to exhibit are Argentine, Austria, Bel- 
gium, Bolivia, Brazil, Ceylon, Chili, Colombia, Costa 
Rica, Cuba, Denmark, Ecuador, Egypt, Greece, Guate- 
mala, Hayti, Holland, Italy, Corea, New Zesland, Nor- 
way, Nicaragua, Paraguay, Peru, Russia, Siam, Spain, 
Sweden and Venezuela, 

It must not be understood that the foreign buildings 
are to contain all the foreign exhibits. In industrial, 
social and ‘agricultural features their displays will be 
placed beside their competitors. In their own 
buildings will be things as particularly rep- 
resent their own national life @ ~  . 

Of state buildings there is endless variety in archi- 
tecture. Missouri’s edifice is, of course, the most pre- 
tentious, the cost being $200,000. California is putting 
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up a picturesque structure of the Spanis® mission typé; 
Louisiana reproduces the old Cabildo, where the trans- 
fer of the Louisiana territory took place; Maine will 
build a huge leg cabin without the use of a nail; the 
Texas building will “be in the form of: a five-pointed 
star; Washington will build a huge Wigwam, and New 
Jersey will reproduce Washington's headquarters at 
Morristown; the Mississippi building will be a reproduc- 
tion of Beauvoir, home of Jefferson Davis.

In the foreground and centrally located; the great 
power plant of the Exposition will properly claim the 
first attention. This remarkable collection will inelude 
a total of about 50,000 horsepower if steam and gas 
engines and will occupy the entire westerly half of Ma- 
chinery Hall or an area of something over 200,000 
square feet, about the size of an ordinary city block.

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RECOLLECTIONS OF ST. LOUIS

HE suggestion that I write something 
about my old home, St. Louis, on the 
occasion of the opening of her great 
Exposition and the jubilee of your 
paper, comes to me in the miist :f 
many professiona! occupations. | 
cannot refrain, however, from send- 

' ing a few words befitting such an 
occasion. St. Louis is, and always has been very dear 
to me. During this month, 51 years ago, 1 went to your 
city and spent 32 years of my life—from the ages of 21 
to 53—amongst her people. 

I always felt that her spirit of conservative progress 
would ultimately exalt her to her present proud posi- 
tion, and preserve her when so exalted, from any retro- 
gression. She “always “belonged to herself,” and was 
not dependent alone on outside capital. All she needed 
was to be thoroughly convinced of her mghty resources. 

Her credit was always of the highest standard. When 
I came to Philadelphia over 19 years ago, I consulted 
at the request of a St. Louis friend, the senior partner 
of the great banking house cf Vrexel & Co., concerning 
the best place to invest money in city securities. 

“The city you have just left,” he promptly replied. 
“Its credit stands higher than any other in the country.” 

The reply made me proud of St. Louis. 

The strangers from all parts of the world who will 
come to the Exposition will learn much that is interest- 
ing also, concerning the state of which St. Louis is the 
capital; will learn of its great railway system, its grand 
waterway and its rich and varied mines, Thus the state 
of Missouri will profit in common with her great me- 
tropolis. 

These strangers cannot either fail to note the refined 
and cultured taste evinced in the architecture of the pri-. 
vate residences, in the old and still more new parts of 
the city. This “quiet respectability,” es the late Areb- 
bishop Kenrick used to term it, is a oriterion of real 
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culture and dixtinguishes both Philude:phia aad St. Lo le. 

V.sitors will also be won by the charms ef the social 
life of the eiiy. The original French inhabitants aud 
ther descendants have given their racial grace and vi- 
vacity to the society of the city which their fathers 
founded. It was named after the great warrior king 
and saint, Louis [X of France, whoses statue, 1 hope, 
will appear in some of the public places of the city, 
Then came the mingling of Irish, German English and 
other bloods of the world; so that St. Louis has “with 
the flesh of the gem, its solidity, too.” 

I cannot speak of St. Louis without mentioning the 
name of the man who has left the deepest impress on 
her religious history—my friend and father in Christ— 
Peter Richard Kenrick, her firat archbishop. Sixty-two 
years ago, next month, he went to the little French vil- 
lage and saw it grow up around him. Its people of all 
shades of opinion reverenced this really great man and 
still venerate his memory. I hope to see realized the 
project of erecting a statue to his honor. I understand 
the prime mover in this project is a Protestant gentle- 
man of highest business and social standing.

I remember very well the Post-Dispatch and its great 
general fairness and its personal kindness to me on many 
occasions. I wish it may keep pace with the great city 
which it has helped to advance. 

I cannot close without congratulating 4, Louis on her 
new Catholie archbishop. He has the energy of bis im- 
mediate predecessor and possesses most of the qualities 
which distinguished St. Louis’ first archbishop.

HERE WAS A PLOT to kill Mark 
Twain. The people of Hannibal 
conceived it. I thwarted it. I 
saved Mark Twain’s life, 

This is one of those stories 
which newspaper reporters some- 
times suppress, from motives of 
modesty or because they fear no- 
body will believe them. I have 

held the story in a state of suppression for a year 
and a half, but now the time has come when it must 
out. Justice demands it—justice to myself. I want 
to be decorated as a life-saver. 

On every hand men are being decorated with gold 
medals and immortalized with triple-plated headlines in 
recognition of live-saving feats immeasurably inferior 


~ to mine, Any man, who is brave enough, can rush into 


a burning house, grab a nameless infant by its feet, 
carry it out to the sidewalk and hand it over to its 
frantic mother while the mob whoops. Any man, if 
he ig a swimmer and not a coward, can leap into the 
swirling torrent and snatch an insignificant individual 
to safety by the hair of the head. Such feats are so 
frequent that they have ceased to be heroic. 

But it requires a certain rare brand of nerve, if I do 
say it myself, to save the life of an eminent doctor of 
laws when a whole city conspires against him. I re- 
peat, I amplify, I reasseverate, it requires more than 
ordinary nerve to rescue a lifelong humorist from cer- 
tain death at the hands of an aroused and determined 
populace when he revisits, avowedly for the last time, 
the home of his boyhood. Upon such an occasion the 
conspirators realize that it is their last chance, and 


' their designs upon the life of their renowned townsman 
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. Hannibal. 
‘the great American humorist was in my hands. I did 


converge to a definite point of attack. 

I, and I alone, was in a position to be aware of this 
tense situation. To me was it given to know the truth, 
and to me was apportioned by kind nature that suf- 
ficiency of nerve necessary to hold me unswerving in 
the imminent deadly breach until the intended victim 
of the onslaught got out of town. I was equal to the 
occasion. I did not quail. I de not say this boast- 
fully, but because it is true. I did mot lose my nerve. 
I used it. 

The occasion was that of Mark Twain’s visit to Han- 
nibal in June of 1902, just prior to his trip to the Mis- 
souri State University at Columbia, where another

“Before being doctored again,” the humorist said to 


me when I met him aboard a train in Lllinois,- on his 


way into St. Louis, “I am going to run up to Han- 
-nibal for a few days. Maybe some of the old folks will 


remember me. Anyhow, I want to see the old boys and 
girls once more.” 

The Post-Dispatch was responsible for my presence 
on the train. It was responsible likewise for my pres- 
ence on another train later in the day, which bore 
Mark Twain to the old Missouri town where he lived 
50 years ago and to which he had not paid, in nearly 
half a century, such an extended visit as he now in- 
tended to pay. 

Aboard those two trains I discovered that Mark 
Twain was not the octopus of which we read so much. 
He ate very sparingly. For breakfast he drank coffee 
and munched bread. For midday luncheon he ate 
searcely anything. 

“I restrict myself,” he explained, “to one square 
meal a day. I do not hold myself to this limit because 


- Iam poor, but because I used to be rich. I ate too 


much, and got dyspepsia. It took me 10 years to 
starve it out, and I am going to keep it starved.” 
Though Mark Twain was not aware of it, this infor- 
mation. supplied the clew which enabled me to save his 
life. It also served to put me on my guard in his be- 
half. I have no time to go into a Sherlock Holmes 
explanation ag to how these remarks of his anent his 
eating habits, coupled with other things, gave me pos- 
itive knowledge that the people of Hannibal would kill 
him if they got half a chance. It is sufficient to say 
that I knew quite well the people of Hannibal, having 


_ visited that city a number of times, and I knew their 


opinion of Mark Twain. I knew what they thought of 
him and what they would try to do to him if he ever 
turned up again in Hannibal. All they wanted was 
the chance, and for that chance they had waited long 
and weary years. é 

This consciousness flashed across my brain as we

We watked up to the hotel, a short distance from 


the railroad station, almost unobserved. Mark Twain 
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wrote “S. L. Clemens” on the register. The hotel clerk 
was a newcomer in Hannibal. He read the name white 
the guest gave the porter instructions as to bring'ng

“Shall I have them sent to the sample room, Mr.

Clemens?” the clerk asked, 
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That was the penalty Mark Twain paid for traveling 
with a plurality of trunks. A man with more than one 
trunk, in a town like Hannibal, can have but one oc- 
cupation. 

Ensconced within his room, the uncommercial : trav- 
eler opened a long leathern trunk and took out a night- 
shirt. It was early in the afternoon, but he had trav- 
eled far and was weary. 

“I must take a good rest before I see anybody,” he 
said to me, “and I’ll be obliged to you if you will ex- 
plain to any of my friends who may call. There may 
be some who will want to entertain me at their homes, 
but I'd rather stay here at the hotel, where I won't 
have to eat too much.” 

I understood. The innocent victim himself appar- 
ently had a faint inkling of the plot. When I went out 
he locked his door, lay down with his face turned to- 
ward the window, gazed for a time at the river bluff 
ealled Lover’s Leap since his boyhood and at the hills 
under which yawned Tom Sawyer’s cave, and slept like 
a boy tired out at play. 3 

Very shortly there was an ingathering of the clans. 
News travels rapidly, even in Hannibal. The populace 
was awake and aware. I told the clerk that Mr, Clem- 
ens did not wish to be disturbed and that inquiries as to 
his whereabouts should be referred to me. I sat down 
in the hotel lobby, be’ng pointed out as “the man that 
came with Mark Twain.” I felt almost as sheepish as 
the man that corrupted Hadleyburg ought to have felt. 

“It’s his private secretary,” said oné. 

For this I was grateful, for I had heard one may say 
something that sounded like “val-lay.” To be alluded 
to as “it” was not so bad, for if I could save Mark 
Twain’s life and get the proper decoration for the deed 
[ certainly should be IT. 

“Will you send up my card to Mr. Clemens?” re- 
quested a substantial citizen. “I am his old boyhood 
chum, and I want him to be sure and take dinner with 
me this evening. He'll be sure to remember me.” 

My work was beginning early. 
act promptly. I did mot waver. My nerve was with 
me, 

“I’m very sorry, sir,” I replied, “but Mr. Clemens 
never eats but one meal a day, and he has eaten two 
already today. Ht is a rule that he never breaks.” 


I knew that I must. 


“Then,” said the boyhood chum, “tell him he must 
take breakfast with me, tomorrow.” 

“I am sorry again, sir,” was my reply, “but Mr. Clem- 
ens never eats breakfast. He is a charter member of 
the No-Breakfast Club.” 

“Then,” persisted the ancient chum, “he must take 
dinner with me tomorrow night.” 

“Since you say he must, I suppose he must; and on 
the whole I should say that he may be s trifle hungry 
by tomorrow night. I'll tell him, when he wakes up.” 

The boyhood chum departed in glee. I felt relieved, 
having staved off the first attack. But there were oth- 
ers. Boyhood chums came pouring in at every door. 1 
even saw a bunch of them looking in at the window. 
Girlhood sweethearts drove up in carriages, alighted and 
rushed into the hotel. 

“T want to see my dear old friend Sam Clemens at 
once!” cried the first girlhood sweetheart to arrive. 
“He just must come to dinner at my house tonight.” 

Now there is such a thing as being gallant, even at 
the risk of a life. I felt that I could sacrifice Mark 
Twain for the sake of being gallant, so I promised this 
lady, conditionally, that he would accept the invitation. 

“If he wakes up in time,” I said. 

The lady drove home to superintend the construction 
of a death-dealing dinner of the season's delicacies, 
and other girlhood sweethearts popped in with their 
invitations. I had to be gallant some more, and before 
5 o'clock I had a string of dinner acceptances jong 
enough to make a belt. Some of them I had managed 
to postpone to breakfast, which gave me.a fighting 
chance for Mark Twain's life. I would have time to 
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think, and in an emergency like this a few choice 
thoughts are invaluable. But when a deluge of dignified 
burghers poured in, as g delegation, and invited Mark 
Twain to a reception at a club, with a banquet, I was 
nonplussed. When the mayor came, to protfer to Mark 
Twain the freedom of the city, police protection and 
things to eat, I was worried. It may be that in this 
extremity I became rattled. Even a man with a rare 
nerve is calculated to get rattled at extreme moments. 
I.accepted all invitations, for dinner, breakfast, lunch- 
eon and ‘tween meals, trusting to my nerve to preserve 
the victim when the final battle came to be fought. 

Happily, Mark Twain is a great sleeper. He slept 
right on through the dinner hour, and that saved him— 
and me—for the night; but the disappointed ones who 
had expected him to dinner insisted that heemust eat 
breakfast with them the next morning, and what cou'd 
TI do but promise? 

“Promises are cheap,” I reasoned; “it is the fulfill- 
ments that cost.” 

Most of the night I sat up trying to save Mark 
Twain’s life. Individuals and committees, each and 
severally conveying eating invitations, continued to ar- 
rive until past midnight. By that hour I had three 
sheets of hotel stationery covered with acceptances, ani 
I had conceived a vague scheme of kidnaping Mark 
Twain and sending him out of Hannibal on a special 
train to save his life. 

Finally, haggard and well nigh hopeless, I dragged 
myself upstairs to catch a few winks of sleep so that I 
might be sufficiently strong to serve as a buffer for the 
onslaught of the early morning. 

I knew that I must conserve my nerve, for I should

HEN I arose, at pale dawn, I found the breakfast 
contingent present in large numbers.

Hannibal does not concern this narrative. This story 
hes to do only with the manner of my saving the life 
of the humorist. He was fully rested when he set out 
to visit his friends between meals, and 1 am convinced 
that at meal time he ate all that he could, considering 
his 10-year compact with starvation. Mark Twain is 
au eminently obliging man, and will do anything within 
reason to please. 

But by the end of the second day he was surfeited, 
and in the privacy of his apartment that night he again 
implored me to save him, 

During his absence from the hotel I had stood guard, 
turning away eating invitations with the skill of an ex- 
perienced decliner, Yet, despite my most diligent ef- 
forts, I found that I had tentatively accepted five break- 
fasts and three dinners. The surplusage I explained 
away the next morning, again employing my ever-ready, 
though somewhat overworked, nerve. 

When at last the closing night of Mark Twain’s visit 
arrived we met in his room and compared notes. I had 


* five 10 o'clock breakfasts for the next day and one 


buggy ride. He had half promised the buggy ride him- 
self. ; 

“Let’s see,” said he, “it’s that pretty girl we met on 
the train coming up, the daughter of one of the girls 1 
used to go to school with here in Hannibal, isn’t she? 
Well, I'll tell you what we'll do,” he continued, after a 
brief pause; we’l) divide this thing even. You can take 
the breakfasts and I'll take the buggy ride.” 

Which he did. I believe the girl drove him to the sta- 
tion. At any rate he escaped from Hannibal! before the 
next meal time, 

And that is how I saved Mark Twain's life.

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Among the most quaint and picturesque of the O'¢ 


World St. Louis folk who make a two weeks’ observance 


of Christmas are the Russians—the S!av-Catholics—of 
whom there is a colony of about 150 families here. They 


are established in that southern section of the city of 
which their native ghurch of the Holy Trinity, Park 
avenue, near Twelfth street, is the focal point, and the 
leader and master-spirit of their Christian devotions is 
the good and sunny-souled Father Milo Duchan, the Slav 
priest. : 

Beginning yesterday, you wiil find the men of the 
Slav colony taking up a strange work of carpentering, 
which they will not abandon until] Christmas Eve. Each 
man seta himself to the making of some rude wooden 
object of household use, a chair, a table, a set of shelves, 
what you will. It is all hand work, done in the trade fol- 
lowed by Joseph, the father of Christ, 

And; as these devout Russian peasants in St. Louis 
thus tofl at St. Joseph’s trade, they fealously col!ect 
and store and guard the chips and shavings that accumu- 
late from their work. It is a precious hoarding, for, 
just before midnight on Christmas Eve, they make a 
great bonfire, a sort of sacred beacon-light, of these car- 
pentering fragments, and then, they believe, a very 
strange thing happens to them. 

In the smoke which arises from this bonfire their vi- 
sion of faith is enabled to see the souls of the dead 
and to discern the malevolent spirits that work evil 
upon Slav households. At the same time the souls of 
the good and beloved dead are visible and subject to 
sweet communion with the living. / 

The Christmas dinner of the Slav Catholics in St. 
Louta ia marked by some curious customs. On the bill 
of fare you wil always find saver kraut, apples, honey, 
a special cake of flour or meal, peas steamed dry, and 
spirits sweetened with honey. This latter ig called 
“hriato.” The dry-steamed peas ere divided among the 
wnests and certaim portions are placed in the four cor- 
vers of the room—nortl, south, east and west, These 
portious are for the poor and for poor dead souls that 


Cy ~ay be in need of comfort. 


The honey is served on @ special host by .the oldest 
person present et the Christmas dinner. It is the Slav 
Catholic custom for the church organist to distribute 
this host to the various families in the parish, receiv- 
ing a fee from each as his perquisite. As the' honey is 
thus served by the most venerable of the party, the 
server prays aloud, standing, as also at the conclusion 
of the ceremony. ‘The, servants of the household sit at 
table with the family end guests during the Christmas 
dinner. In dividing the apples, the oldest person pres- 
ent does the serving. He quarters each apple and hands 
a portion to each guest or member of the family in 
regular order. If he cuts a seed, the one to whom that 
portion goes will, it is believed, lie within the year. 

During the dinner there come to the windows and 
doors of the house young people who sing special Christ- 
mas carols, and ate rewarded by the host or hostess 
with money, food and drink. One of these Christmas 
carols is called in the original, “OCasradosti, vescloste 
nastal nini” (“This is the time of greatest happiness”), 
and another, “Povedste nam pastu.xore” (“The Saviour 
is born”). These singers carry a small representation of 
the scene of the nativity and are dressed in white. The 
money which they receive at the various houses goes to 
the church. Games and general merrymaking follow 
dinner. 

The central rallying point for the Syrian celebration of 
Christmas in St. Louis is the little Syrio-Maronite 
Chapel of St, Anthony the Hermit, 615 South Broadway, 
of which the Rev. Matthew Noemi, a gentle-faced, black- 
bearded: priest, is pastor. Devout local Syrians abstain 
from meat for 12 days preceding Christmas. For nine 
evenings, ending Christmas Eve, they visit the Chapel 
of St. Anthony the Hermit, many of them wearing the 
distinctive Syrian dress, and indulge in the “Adoration 
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of the Infant Jesus.” This is a most impressive spec- 
tacle, made especially picturesque by the ancient cos- 
tumes of the worshipers, and it ‘terminates with the 
Christmas midnight mass. 

Christmas day is spent by the Syrian colony, whose 
homes are located on Second and Third streets, run- 
ning southward a short distance from Poplar, in visiting 
one another and exchanging wishes for a merry Christ- 
mas. The principal .Christmas customs, however, per- 
tain largely to the religious observance of the day. The 
Syrian Christmas dinner in St. Loufs will Inevitably 
include a baked. meat, boiled chicken—the entrails of 
which are stuffed with rice and flesh, a sweet plate and 
black coffee of great strongth, this being the principal 
drink. The local Syrian colony numbers about 379 


members. 

Just at dawn of Christmas day a very curious and 
beautiful spectacle will be presented at the Polish 
Church of St. Stanislaus, Twentieth street, near Cass 
avenue, of which Father Stanowski is the priest, The 
shepherds who “watched their flocks by night” will 
there be represented in the persons of 100 or more little 
children of “the fair land of Poland,” wending their way 
in. an imposing procession from the Gisters’ school ad- 

the church into the church building, and repeat- 
ing the reverential ceremony of offering gifts to the in- 
fant Jesus in the stable of Bethlehem. This scene will 
reach ite dramatic culmination at the altar of St. Stan- 
islaus, by the side of which will stand a representation 
of the scene of the Nativity, showing lifelike figures of 
the Holy Family. 

The utmost earnestness marks this Polish observance 
of the day. The great troop of dark-eyed boys who 
take the pritcipal part have been trained by Father 
Stanowski and the good Sisters, and it is the latter who

dress the boys if shepherd garb for the ceremony. Since 
shortly after midnight the work of final preparation will 
have been under way. In the church every member of 
the Polish parish, save the sick, will then be assembled 
for 5 o'clock mass, the first mass of Christmas day. it 
is as the bells of St. Stanislaus clang out the call for 
‘this mass that the “Processjon of the Shepherds” be- 
gins. It is headed by the most venerable of the troop, 


tse 
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a boy representing an old man with long white hair and 
beard of snowy white. 

The costumes worn by these child-shepherds are faith- 
ful copies of those of 1900 years ago, but vivid color 
runs riot in the general scheme, and a rich picturesque- 
nesg is the result. In addition to the trad'tional shep- 
herd’s staff with its crook uplifted, each child bears a 
gift for either the Infant Jesus,.the Carpenter Joseph or 
the Mother of Christ. Food, raiment, drink, some use- 


ful. and homely household utensil—these figure most: 


largely among the offerings. But here and there will be 
seen a sturdy little shepherd leading a sheep or lamb 


as his contribufion. The spectacular effect of the whole 


is impressive. 

As the band of Ohristmas shepherds passes the portals 
of St. Stanislaus, its hundred or more voices unite in a 
stirring chorus of Christmas song, the quaint Polish 
earol: “Hola, hola! pasterze z pola!”—(“Behold, behold! 
now come all you shepherds from the fields!”) and to 
this chant the shepherd-children enter the church. The 


beautiful Polish cradle song, in which the voices of the 


_ Shepherds and the congregation are blended. 


On Christmas Eve the eldest son of every Polish fam- 
ily in the parish of St. Stanislaus will hate made a 
touching Christmas pilgrimage. He goes to the home 
of every kinsman in the parish, There he invites ali 
to his family’s Christmas Eve dinner, and earnestly begs 
forgiveness for whatever wrong he may have done his 
kinfolks. 

In the Bohemian quarter of St. Louis, of which the 
Bohemian Church of St. John of Nepomnk, Eleventh and 
Soulard streets, is the center point, a rigid fast, lasting 
until evening, will be observed on Christmas Kve. Obil- 
dren, even, go without food until the Christmas Eve 
supper is served. Their mothers laughingly tel! them 
that if they do this they will see “a little gold pig” and 
other marvelous things that night. Thus it is that, 
when the feast is spread at last, an exceedingly hungry 
Bohemia is ready to do it ample justice. 

Soup, made of red wine, miilet grain and mushrooms; 
@ fish with a black sauce compounded of prunes, raisina 
and almonds; a dish. of apples and flour baked together; 
an oblong loaf of bread maile of flour, fruits and nuts, 
and known as “vanocky,” or “Christmas bread”—these 
will be found on every Bohemian table in St. Louis this 
coming 
low. 

After the feasting, some of the food is thrown into 
the fire, an intense earnestness characterizing this per- 
formance, It is believed that thus is the “fire fiend”

Noted 8t. Louts Belle of 25 Years Ago. 


G ENEROUS Hospitality, 
Charming Simplicity and 
Kindly Spirit Graced St. Louis 
Homes—Entertainers of a 
4 Quarter Century Ago. 


ST. LOUIS CHRISTMAS in the 
earlier days within my recollec- 
tion was a delightful home festi- 
val, in which children, kinfolks 
and family friends were assem- 
bled in happy celebration of the 
day, 

It seems to me that there was 
a more genuine hospitality then 
than now. The city was not so big, and the spirit. of 
commercialism did not prevail so largely as at the pres- 
ent time. While it is true that the leading families 
possessed a-plenty of this world’s goods, and that they 
lived generously and in beautiful homes, it is also true 
that socia] standing was not measured by the money 
standard. The claims of good birth and gentle breeding 

were more freely recognized. 

It is easy for me to recall the foremost St. Louis 
families of olden times, with the location of their homes 
and many other interesting details, It was in these 
homes that the typical St. Louis Christmas was cele- 
brated. Children were the most prominent figures in 
these celebrations, and the Christmas tree occupied the 
center of the stage, so to speak. 

It was the custom then to give big Christmas parties 
for the little folks, and these parties were on an im- 
posing scale. But the elders also made much of Christ- 
mas. If possible, the absent members of St. Louis fam- 
ilies returned to the family home for Christmas and 
there were happy reunions in nearly every rs Aaa 
St, Louis home. 

The Christmas dinner was a great affair, and was a 
genuine feast of good things, an old-fashioned banquet 
for which the famous old family cooks of those days 
prepared their most -tempting dishes. New Year’s day 
was then more distinctly the time for a general paying 
of social calls, but, nevertheless, there was a splendid 
hospitality at Christmas time. | 

Among the foremost family homes of that period was 
the handsome residence of Col. John O’Fallon, which was 
situated on what is now Broadway, just north of Lo- 
cust. Col. O’Fallon also had a beautiful summer home 
in O’Fallon Park. The home of Co!. Joshua B. Brant, 
who married a niece of Col. Thomas H. Benton, United 
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corner of Washington avenue and Fourth street. 

The family of Col. David D. Mitchell, whose wife was 
one of the Christy heirs, lived first on the east side of 
North Fourth street, south of Washington avenue, and 
later on Paul street, south of Chouteau avenue. It was 
Col. Mitchell who entertained Henry Clay when the great 
Kentucky Whig visited St. Louis. Mr. Russell, one of 
whose daughters became the wife of the late Gen. Win- 
field Scott Hancock, lived in a beautiful double house, 
so built that doors opened into the house of Mr. Ben- 
nett, his brother-in-law—the two having married sis- 
ters—this residence being situated on South Fourth 
street, between Market and Walnut. 

Luther M. Kennett, mayor of St. Louis in 1851-52, and 
afterward congressman, lived on the west side of Sixth 
street, between Locust and St. Charles. Wayman Crow’s 
residence stood on the corner of Eighth and Olive, occu- 
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States Senator from Missouri, stood on the northwest.

pying the present site of the Federal Building and Post- 
office, Dr. B.G. Farrar, whose first wife was a 
daughter of Wm. Christy, and who after her death mar- 
ried a sister of Col. John O’Fallon, lived on the corner of 
Sixth and Locust. Mrs. Boyce, who was a Miss Mul- 
lanphy, one of the heirs to the great Mullanphy estate, 
lived on South Fourth street, between Market and Wal- 
nut. Mrs. Beverly Allen, my wife’s mother, lived in this 
house where I am now writing these reminiscences, 1410 
East Grand avenue. 


Dr. and Mrs. Edwin Bathurst Smith, the latter a 
daughter of Major William Christy, had an attractive 
home on North Second street, between North Market 
and Monroe, and the house is still standing. Mr, Samuel] 
B. Wiggins, one of whcese daughters married Mr. Frank L. 
Ridgely, until recently Park Commissioner of St. Louis, 
and whose father was the founder of the Wiggins Ferry 
Company, lived on the present site of the Grand Opera 
House, on the south side of Marke!, between Broadwav 
and Sixth. Mr. and Mrs. Jame; E. Yeatman had a beau- 
tiful home, “Belmont,” on the corner of Penrose and 
Eleventh streets. This is the home mentioned in “The 
Crisis,”. Winston Churchill’s novel. James A. Lucas 
lived on the southwest corner of Ninth and Olive streets. 


Edward Walsh, father of Mr. Julius Walsh, resided 
on North Sixth street, between Olive and Locust. Wil- 
liam Finney lived where now the Boatman’s Bank is lo- 
cated, northwest corner of Fourth street and Washing- 
ton avenue. Bernard Pratte, who was mayor of St. 
Louis in 1844, lived on the present site of the National 
Bank of Commerce, Broadway and O'ive. Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles W. Schaumbourg had their home nezr where the 
Webster school now stands. Mrs. Schaumbourg was the 
daughter of Maj. William Christy. 

The home of Mr. and Mrs. Horatio N, Davis was in 
North St, Louis, near Tenth and Montgomery streets. 
Maj. Benjamin Walker, U. 8. A., owned a beautiful home 
on the west side of Fifth strect, betwee Olive and P'ne, 
and I had my office as United States assis(ant treasurer 
in the basement of his residence. Dr. Wm. C. Carr and 
family resided on Carr place. He was mayor of St.

There were two first-class theaters in St. Louis then. 
One, owned and managed by Smith and Ludlow—Sol. 
Smith, the famous comedian for whom Sol. Smith Rus- 
sell was named—was located on Third and Olive, the 
site now occupied by the old Postoffice building. The 
other was owned and managed by Ben de Bar, and was 
on Pine, between Third and Fourth, opposite the present 
Merchants’ Exchange. Ben:de Bar established the pres- 


ent Grand Opera House, under the title of De Bar’s 
Theater, 

I can recall but three hotels of any great praminence 
in old times. The old Planters’ House occupied the samo 
site as the Planters’ Hotel of to-day, but was much 
smaller. J] remember that there were trees extending 
along the Fourth street front of the P anters’ House, 
and the guests used to sit out under the shade of these 
trees in warm weather. Charles Dickens stopped! at the 
Planters’ when he vis ted St. Louisa. The City Mote! 
stood on the corner of Vine and Third streets. I* was 
at this hotel in October, 1849, that the Count \Montes- 
quieu of France stopped when Gonzales ’e Mov’ es quieu 
suddenly became deranged and shot Tidy Ha ~un, 
nephew of Theron Barnum, and Wm.

Penelope Pope (Mrs. ‘Beverly Allen) was the oldest 
daughter of Judge Nathaniel Pope, and was born @t 
Kaskaskia, Ill., in 1814. She was married to Beverly 
Allen in 1834. Mr, Allen was then practicing law at 
Ste. Genevieve, Mo., but in March 1837, he was appointed 
United States District Attorney for Missouri, and at 
once removed to St, Louis. They lived on the northeast 
corner of Sixth and Market streets until Mr. Allen died, 
in New York, in September, 1845. They were noted for 
their hospitality, as was Mr. Allen at hs home, 1410 
East Grand avenue. 

Miss Maria Bryan and her sister, Emily, were famous 
St. Louis beaut‘es. They were the daughters of Dr. 
John Gano Bryan, who resided on the north side of East 
Grand avenue, just west of B'air avenue. Miss Maria 
married a Mr. Josiah Obear, a leading real estate dealer,

Naturally in recalling old Christmas times in St. 
Louis, I am led to think of the belles and beaux of 
those days, Prominent among the former were Misses 
Mary and Margaret Collier, daughters of the rich cap- 
italist, George Collier. Mary married the Hon. Henry 
Jlitchcock, afterward so prominent at the St. Louis bar, 
and Margaret, or Maggie, as she was called, became the 
wife of his brother, the Hon. Ethan A. Hitcheock, now 
secretary of the interior in President Roosevelt’s cab- 
inet. 

Misses Cynthia and Lucretia Pope, old-time St. Louis

Mrs. J. L. D, Mor- 
rison, who was the daughter of John B. Sarpy, was 
also one of the old-time beauties of St Louis, The 
Sarpy family home stood on the northeast corner of 
Sixth and Olive. 

Mrs. Rebecca Sire, as Miss Conn, was another belle of 
those days, Her first husband was a Chouteau, and 
after his death she married Capt. Joseph Sire, who was 
one of the famous figures of the fur trade in old St. 
Louis, Other belles of the period were Miss Sally 
Strother, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. George F. Strother; 
Miss Lizzie Charless, daughter of Joseph Charless, whose 
family home stood on Broadway, between Market and 
Walnut, and Miss Carrie O’Fallon, daughter of Col. John 
O’Fallon, of whom I have already spoken. : 

Besides those whom I have already mentioned inci- 
dentally as marrying St. Louis belles, 1 recall among 
the beaux of old St. Louis, the late Dr. John B. Johnson, 
who married Miss Nancy Lucas, daughter of James H.

= NE of the most genuinely typical

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Christmas dinner served each year in the tenement dis- 
trict of London. 

The predecessor of this year’s Christmas Dinner in 
the Coliseum was also a record-breaker. A total of 
20,000 persons were supplied with Chr'stmas d‘nners by 
the good people of St. Louls through their contributio 1s 
to the Post-Dispatch Christmas Festival Fund. Of this 
number, 12,000 dined in the Coliseum, and 9,000 were 
supplied by baskets, a total of 1250 basketfuls of 
Christmas dinners being distributed among the homes of 
persons unable to attend the Coliseum dinner. 

More than $5,000 was contributed to the Post-Dis- 
patch Christmas Festival Fund by those in sympathy 
with the movement. 

The Post-Dispatch Annual Christmas Dinner is the 
outgrowth of the great Post-Dispatch Christmas Tree 
of 1888, at which Christmas presents were distributed to 
15,000 children.

Every 40 minutes an addition to the population 
of the city is scored. ‘Thirty-six is the record of 
each 24 hours. 
In 12 months, from the beginning to the ending 
of the year, 13,140 babies, white and black and all 
intermediate tints, see the light in St. Louis. 

Most of them come to bless the abodes of the poor. 
in the fashionable districts of the city. 

In Westmoreland place the initial wail of a baby wakes a house- 
hold only once in five years. 

Of the 65,700 born in the city in that aks of time only one comes 
from Westmoreland place. | | 

Five are born every day in ‘‘Little Jerusalem.’’ In a year 1825 are 
added to the population of that district and in five years while West- 
moreland place is achieving one baby, 9125 are beginning their careers 
in Little Jerusalem. 

In the fashionable Cabanne district the elimination of babies alto- 
gether does not seem to be so imminent as in Westmoreland place, al- 
though the supply is not so great as in some other parts of the city.

For the statement that five years elapse 
between visits of the stork to Westmore- 
land place, Dr. Temm is authority. He 
repeated the statement to the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch. 

For the statement that a baby is born 
every 40 minutes in St. Louis, the records 
of the Health Department are authority. 

Dr. Temm’s statement is based on his 
observation. Other physicians who are 
in a position to know something about 
Westmoreland place babies agree with 
Dr. Temm that they are very rare and oc- 
casional, indeed. 

Anyone ‘who doubts that five are born 
every day in Little Jerusalem need only 
visit that section to be convinced that the 
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number is conservatively stated. 

Not all the babies born in St. Louis 
gct their names on the records of the 
Health Department. There is an ordi- 
nance which makes the omission to record 
the birth of an infant an offense and pro- 
vides a fine of from $1 to $100 for each 
offense, but some of the doctors pay no 
more heed to it than is paid by the resi- 
dents of Westmoreland place to the scrip- 
tural injunction to multiply and replenish 
the earth. 

Every month the percentage of births 
is increasing, but not In the fashionable 
districts. 

“St. Louis’ great breeding ground,” Dr. 
Temm says, “for humanity is bounded by 
Franklin avenue, the Levee, Cass avenue 
and Twelfth street. Russian Jews, ne- 
groes and Italians abound in this section. 
Children swarm the streets there in large 
numbers that would calm President 
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Roosevelt’s fears of race suicide. Next to 
the Russian Jews in a point of being pro- 
lifie confe the negroes and then the Ital- 
ians. 

“It is a startling fact that very few 
of the wealthy families have large fami- 
lies. Childless families among the weal- 
thier class are becoming more and more 
numerous.” 

Notwithstanding an enormous increase 
over last year of the 1903 birth record, 
the death rate has been appalling. A 
careful comparison of the birth records 
and the death records, show only an in- 
crease of 1137 in St. Louis’ population. 
Dr. Henry Joseph Scherck, chief dispen- 
sary physician, in speaking of the small 
difference between the birth record and 
the death record, said: 

“Three out of every five children die 
before they are 3 years old. 

“For years I have made a special study 
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of children anJ their diseases. While the 
birth rate increases evety year, the death 
rate increases at a horrifying pace. Lit- 
tle helpless babies are almost murdered 


‘by lack of proper care and food. 


“The Uirth rate is greater among the 
poor class, but the death rate of the 
babies among the same class is corres- 
pondingly greater. 

“Mortality among the infants of the 
tenement district during the summer 
months owing to stomach trouble caused 
by improper food is appalling. 

“Mothers come here with little babies 
in their arms. The babies are actually 
starving to death, not from the want of 
food, but from the want of proper food. 

“One-half of the mothers do not know 
how to feed or take care of a baby prop- 


erly. 


“Perhaps the food does not agree with 
the baby and the baby becomes ill. The 
mother will try every remedy that she 
hears of, until the poor helpless infant 
is dosed and doped to death. 


“By care | mean the necessary amount 
of cleanliness of the child and its sur- 
roundings, and the necessary amount of 
fresh air and proper bathing. 

“Among the working class the mother 
just as soon as she is able must return to 
her work. In her overworked and tired 
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condition the baby does not get the 
proper nourishment and care. 

“Through the’ kindness of Mr. Strauss 
of New York I hope to be able next sum- 
mer to supply St. Louis babies with the 
proper kind of nourishment. We have 
plans almost completed for a sort of a 
cummer home for the babies and their 
mothers during the heated term, It will 
be located in Chain of Rocks Park.. With 
plenty of fresh air, proper food and atten- 
tion we hope to save St. Louis babies.” 

The carrying out of the plans of Mr. 
Strauss and Dr. Scherck will have a bear- 
ing on the death rate, but will not affect 
the birth rate. It is to be expected that 
this will go on mounting higher and 

higher in the poorer sections of the city 
and ebbing lower in the fashionable dis- 
tricts.

When he was first employed as bullion guard his 
route was by stage from Deadwood to White- 
wood and beyond by train, Whitewood then be- 
ing the terminus of a railroad which was con- 
structing a line tnto the Black Hills.

F the French system.of penal servitude contemplates locking a 
woman in a cell and keeping her there without occupation or 
exercise in the open air for five days, to say nothing of five years, 

the system is barbarous and should not be countenanced in any civilized 
country. I can scarcely believe that Mme. Humbert will be subjected 
{o any euch cruelty, If she were confined in this prison she would be 
treated the same as any other female convict. Her work would be 
sewing, chiefly upon stockings and bed linen. She would have a eell 


to herself with a yard in which she could cultivate flowers. She could 
make herself as comfortable as she liked in her cell, and she would be 
allowed to do as much or as little work besides her alloted task as she 
might care to do. In addition to sewing she would be compelled to help 
keep clean the coridor reserved for women. She would have to scrub 
the floor and burnish the brass work and in every other way conform 
to the regulations of the institution. 
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ment would be preferable to solitary confine- 
ment. Five years’ confinement, such as Mime 
Humbert must endure, is not only a rigorous 
but a terrible punishment. The code in this 
country offers no parallel to it. 

Go to any old convict in Sing Sing and he 
will tell you that a life sentence of penal 
servitude would be far more easily endured. 

The French callt five years’ “reclusion,” but 


the solitude of the prisoner “en reclusion” is _ 


almost absolute. 

Mme. Humbert, the woman prisoner, will 
not be allowed to speak to a human being. Be- 
fore 24 hours have elapsed she will talk to the 
stone walls—croon songs to the empty air.

There is no ventilation save through tis 
netting and the iron door. Low down in this 
iron door, close to the ground, is a tiny slid- 
ing panel a foot Tong by a few inches wide, ar- 
ranged like a double drawer, so that food may 
be passed in to the prisoner in pans. 

Twice every 24 hours the panel is operated, 
and if the food remains untouched the keepers 
will know that the prisoner is either ill or 
dead. Sometimes it is one, sometimes the 
other. 


Must Wear a Black Mask. 


Around the interior of the prison courtyard 
where Mme. Humbert is confined there is a 
stone courtyard, and around this yard for half 
an hour daily the prisoner will be al!owed 
to parade with a black mask over her face. 

At the side of her keeper, voiceless, woe-be- 
yone, quiet as a ghost, with the death-like 
hood drawn down to her neck, she will walk— 
walk—walk—on her funeral march to insanity 
or the grave. 

She will walk for 1825 days, a distance, per- 
Laps, of 4000 miles, without speaking a word, 
without glancing to right or left or varying 
her pace. This horrible life in death may end 
in the tomb, but it is more likely to end in the 
padded cell of the maniac. Those that survive 
au year almost invariably lose their minds.

I should say that such treatment would degrade the countr’ 
permits the infliction of such inhuman punishment far more * 
miserable, hapless victim.

At the great institution under my charge all prisoners are treated 
alike. No distinction is made. The rules for their conduct are strict 
in the interest of discipline, not, however, to make their lot a harder 
one. All are treated with firmness, yet kindness. Humanity prevails. 
[f Mme. Humbert was an inmate of our female prison she would be 
treated like every one of her fallen sisters. Her physical exercise would 
be derived from various kinds of handiwork adapted to women, sew- 
ing and the like, while she would enjoy all privileges for mind exer- 


eise, such as writing, reading, ete. 


Our great state of Missouri would never tolerate unusual, harsh 
modes of punishment. Nor the vindictive persecution of anyone, least 


of all a woman. 


To express my own personal feelings in such matters would come 
nearest by saying: Charity and kindness for all, with malice towards 


none. Even a convict has a soul. 
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[It was no longer the modest little lie of an ex- 
pected $60,000 that had procured the marriage 
at Toulouse.
